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Memo  from  President  Orr 


A  Bold,  New  Strategic  Plan  for  PC 


One  of  my  goals  when  I  assumed  the  presidency  of 
Presbyterian  College  in  1979  was  to  develop  a  strategic 
or  long-range  planning  process  to  guide  the  develop- 
ment of  the  college  in  the  decades  of  the  "SOs  and  ■90s. 

Now.  15  years  later,  I  can  recount  to  you  that  we  have 
implemented,  with  our  Board  of  Trustees'  approval,  three 
different  strategic  plans  covering  the  years  from  1981  to  1997. 
The  first,  approved  in  1981  and  spanning  six  years,  was  entitled 
"Educating  for  Excellence."  It  led  us  with  firm  footing  through 
the  first  half  of  the  decade  of  the  "SOs. 

We  called  our  second  strategic  plan  "Building  from 
Strength"  when  it  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1986. 
This  plan  served  as  the  blueprint  for  our  very  successful  capital 
funds  campaign  from  1988  to  1992  which  raised  a  record  $38.5 
million  in  gifts  and  pledges. 

In  the  summer  of  1992, 1  appointed  a  third  strategic 
planning  committee  to  study  our 
educational  environment  and  detail 
our  goals  and  objectives  for  the  years 
1993  to  1997.  After  15  months  of 
sustained  effort  involving  eight 
different  drafts,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  November  1993  gave  its  approval 
to  this  new  blueprint  for  the  future  of 
Presbyterian  College.  We  entitled  it 
"Refining,  Enriching,  Extending: 
Presbyterian  College's  Agenda  for  the 
Mid-nineties." 

This  issue  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  Magazine  provides  you  a 
look  at  the  core  elements  of  this  new 
plan  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of  some 
of  our  principal  college  leaders.  I 
believe  you  will  find  these  insights 
both  informative  and  exciting.  As 

chairman  of  the  steering  committee  that  prepared  the  plan,  I  want 
to  thank  the  students,  faculty,  and  administrators  who  devoted 
several  hundred  hours  to  its  preparation.  They  are:   Mr.  Michael 
Bradshaw,  Mr.  Patrick  Bradshaw,  Dr.  Theodore  R.  Brown,  Dr.

What  is  a  strategic  plan?  One  of  the  best  definitions  I  know 
says:  "Strategic  thinking  is  the  process  of  developing  a  vision  of 
where  the  institution  wants  to  go  and  then  developing  managing 
strategies  {plans}  on  how  to  get  there."  (quoted  in  "Oppoilunity 
from  Strength,"  Robert  G.  Cope,  p. 9) 

Determining  the  "where  you  want  to  go"  as  a  college  and 
"how  to  get  there"  takes  time  and  the  active  involvement  of  many 
persons.  But  why  did  it  take  15  months  to  prepare  this  strategic 
plan  at  PC?  Our  experience  and  conviction  is  that  developing  a 
"community  vision"  involves  listening  to  many  different 
constituencies  within  the  college  family.  Our  college  vision  for 
the  "9Qs  was  informed  bv  the  views  of  students,  facultv .

administration,  alumni,  trustees,  and  friends  of  the  college 
through  a  series  of  structured  conversations.  After  the  ideas  were 
discussed,  recorded  and  reviewed,  the  steering  committee  began 
a  second  round  of  community  conversations  with  these  same 
college  constituencies  using  successive  drafts  of  the  plan  as 
talking  papers.  That's  why  we  had  eight  drafts  ably  prepared  b> 
Ted  Brown  over  the  15  months.  Each  draft  was  improved  by  our 
emerging  insights  and  agreements. 

The  result  is  a  very  strong  plan  around  which  we  have  a 
great  deal  of  campus  consensus.  The  vision  of  the  plan,  as  a 
result,  is  not  the  idea  of  one,  or  two,  or  even  a  dozen  people  but 
rather  the  composite  of  many,  many  points  of  view.  I  do  not 
wish  to  mislead  you.  however.  Not  everyone  got  everything  he 
or  she  wanted  in  this  new  plan.  The  steering  committee  had  to 
make  many  critical  judgments  about  what  was  affordable, 
desirable,  and  feasible  in  a  five-year  span  that  concludes  in  1997. 
There  are  some  lingering  disappoint- 
ments for  those  who  hold  cherished 
goals  and  who  seek  worthy  new 
programs  or  personnel  that  are  not 
included  in  this  plan. 

As  we  now  work  to  achieve  the 
many  objectives  of  this  new  plan, 
however,  there  should  be  few 
surprises  for  those  close  to  Presbv  tc 
rian  College.  That's  because  so 
many  have  shared  in  the  process  ot 
designing  and  assembling  this  plan. 
Furthermore,  these  persons  will  have 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  it  unfold  as 
our  college  agenda  for  the  mid-'90s 
is  achieved. 

It  is  an  exciting  and  bold  agenda! 
The  centerpiece  is  a  new  $4.9 
million  academic  center  to  be  built 
on  the  site  where  Spencer  Hall  stood  for  77  years.  It  will  be  a 
42.000-square-foot  structure  housing  five  departments  on  four 
levels  providing  14  classrooms,  four  seminar  rooms,  a  100-seal 
amphitheater,  30  faculty  offices,  and  numerous  specialized 
instructional  labs.  Within  the  new  academic  center  will  be  the 
latest  teaching  technology  for  the  use  of  faculty  and  the  benefit  ol 
students.  We  expect  construction  to  begin  in  June  of  this  year  so 
we  can  have  the  new  building  ready  for  academic  use  in 
September  of  1995. 

The  future  of  Presbyterian  College  is  bright.  Thanks  to  our 
consistent  efforts  to  plan  for  the  future,  we  have  moved  steadih 
ahead  as  we  pursue  higher  and  higher  levels  of  educational 
excellence. 

Thank  you  for  your  generous  support  and  encouragement  in 
the  past  15  years.  I  invite  your  continued  strong  involvement 
with  Presbyterian  College  in  the  future.

Wilson  Weam  and  re- 
nowned high  school 
football  coach  John  McKissick 
will  be  among  the  honoran. 
degree  recipients  during  Pres- 
byterian College's  1 1 1th  Com- 
mencement Exercises  on  Sat- 
urday, May  7. 

The  1994  ceremony  will 
be  held  on  the  college's  West 
Plaza  for  the  second  consecu- 
tive year,  and  more  than  250  seniors  will  receive  degrees. 

Delivering  the  main  commencement  address  will  be  Dr.  Ron 
Bumside,  the  Marshall  W.  Brown  Professor  of  History,  who  was 
recently  named  Presbyterian  College's  1994  Professor  of  the 
Year.  Also  speaking  will  be  Camisha  Clarke  of  Mirimar.  Fla..  the 
college's  1993-94  Outstanding  Senior. 

Commencement  weekend  will  begin  on  Friday .  May  6.  w  hen 
the  senior  class  hosts  a  barbecue  dinner  for  alumni  and  friends 
beginning  at  6  p.m.  on  the  West  Plaza.  Following  the  dinner,  the 
senior  class  will  host  a  special  program  in  Belk  Auditorium. 

Saturday's  schedule  gets  underway  at  9  a.m.  with  the  ROTC 
cadets  commissioning  ceremony  in  Edmunds  Hall .  The  baccalau- 
reate service  is  set  for  1 1  a.m.  in  Belk  Auditorium,  followed  by 
lunch  at  noon  at  Greenville  Dining  Hall.  Following  an  honors 
ceremony  at  2:30  p.m.  in  Edmunds  Hall,  the  commencement 
ceremony  will  begin  at  4:30  p.m.  on  the  West  Plaza  between  Adair 
St.  and  South  Broad  St.  A  reception  for  the  graduates  in  front  of 
Edmunds  Hall  will  follow  the  ceremony.

Wilson  Wearn 

Weam.  a  longtime  member  of  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees  who 
served  as  chairman  of  the  successful  ""Building  from  Strength" 
fund-raising  campaign  that  ended  in  1 992.  will  receive  the  honor- 
ary doctor  of  humanities  degree. 

He  is  the  retired  chairman  of  the  board  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  Multimedia  Inc. 

A  graduate  of  Clemson  University.  Wearn  began  his  career  in 
broadcasting  after  World  War  II  as  a  member  of  the  Washington , 
D.C.,  staff  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission.  He  was 
later  co-founder  and  partner  of  a  consulting  electronics  firm  in 
Washington,  and  moved  to  Greenville.  S.C.,  in  1953,  where  he 
helped  organize  the  predecessor  coiporation  to  Multimedia  Broad- 
casting Company.  He  became  president  of  the  firm  in  1966. 

Multimedia,  Inc.  remains  headquartered  in  Greenville, and  is 
primarily  engaged  in  newspaper  publishing,  broadcasting,  pro- 
gram production  and  syndication,  and  cable  television. 

John  McKissick 

McKissick,  who  in  1993  became  the  winningest  high  school 
football  coach  in  history,  will  receive  an  honorary  doctor  of  public 
service  degree.  McKissick,  a  native  of  Greenwood  and  a  1951 
graduate  of  Presbyterian  College,  became  the  head  football  coach 
at  Summerville  High  School  in  1952  and  has  seen  his  teams

compile  a  412-85- 13  record  during  his  41 -year  career  at  the  school. 

Under  McKissick's  direction.  Summerville  has  claimed  23 
conference  titles  and  nine  state  championships.  His  teams  compiled 
a  41 -game  winning  streak  from  1978-80.  and  the  football  field  at 
Summerville  High  School  was  named  for  him  in  1987. 

McKissick.  who  also  serves  as  the  athletic  director  at  the  high 
school,  has  garnered  numerous  professional  and  personal  honors. 
His  career  has  been  highlighted  in  ""Sports  Illustrated."  and  featured 
on  television  shows  such  as  ""PM  Magazine."  In  addition  to  being 
honored  as  South  Carolina's  top  coach  on  several  occasions,  he  was 
recognized  as  the  National  High  School  Football  Coach  of  the  Year 
in  1980. 

Sara  Covin  Juengst 

Sara  Covin  Juengst. a  longtime  church  educator  and  author,  will 
receive  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree.  A  native  of  Green- 
wood. Juengst  is  a  graduate  of  Belton  High  School.  Erskine  College, 
and  Columbia  Theological  Seminary . 

Juengst  has  been  a  church  educator  in  South  Carolina,  Virginia, 
Florida,  and  Georgia.  She  has  also  ser\ed  as  a  Presbyterian  mission- 
ary in  Zaire,  a  staff  associate  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  (U.S.A.), 
a  campus  minister,  and  for  the  last  nine  years  has  worked  as  the 
director  of  continuing  education  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
in  Decatur.  Ga. 

She  is  the  authorof  ""Silver  Ships."  ""Green  Fields"  (a  mission 
study  book  for  children).  ""Breaking  Bread,"  "The  Spiritual  Signifi- 
cance of  Food,"  and  ""Sharing  the  Faith  with  Children:  Re-Thinking 
the  Children's  Sermon." 

Todd  Jones 

Todd  Jones,  who  has  served  as  pastor  of  Presbyterian  churches 
in  Columbia,  S.C.  and  Spartanburg,  S.C,  will  receive  the  honorary 
doctor  of  divinity  degree.  Jones  will  also  deliver  the  semion  at  the 
baccalaureate  service. 

A  native  of  Bridgeville,  Pa.,  he  graduated  w  ith  honors  from  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  and  received  his  master  of  divinity  degree 
from  Princeton  Theological  Seminar},'.  Upon  graduating  from 
Princeton, he  was  awarded  the  Graduate  Study  Fellowship  for  Parish 
Ministiy.  which  he  used  for  an  additional  year  of  graduate  study  at 
Edinburgh  University,  New  College,  in  Scotland. 

Jones  has  served  as  associate  pastor  at  The  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Basking  Ridge,  N.J.,  and  as  pastor  at  Westminster  Fellowship 
Church  in  Columbia.  He  currently  serves  as  senior  pastor  of  the 
2  JZOO-member  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Spartanburg. 


PC's  endowment  moves  past  $44  million  mark 


$2  million  gift  establishes  McLeod  scholarship

The  John  F.  and  Eva  T.  McLeod  Schol- 
arship Fund  has  been  estabhshed  at 
Presbvterian  College  by  a  charitable 
remainder  trust  created  in  1 983  by  Eva  McLeod 
ofChesteiTield.S.C.whodied  last  December 
at  the  age  of  96.  Her  husband  John ,  who  died 
in  1976.  was  a  longtime  member  of  the 
college's  Board  of  Trustees.  The  gift,  in 
excess  of  S2  million,  is  one  of  the  largest 
single  gifts  in  the  history  of  PC. 

"We  are  deeply  grateful  to  Eva  and  John 
McLeod  for  this  magnificent  gift  that  will  assist  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  needy  students  in  the  future  to  be  educated  at  Presby- 
terian College."  said  Dr.  Kenneth  B .  Orr.  president  of  Presbyterian 
College.  "For  many  decades,  the  McLeod  family  of  Chesteifield 
has  been  noted  for  its  generous  service  to  church,  college,  and 
community .  The  John  F.  and  EvaT.  McLeod  Scholarship  Fund  will 
perpetuate  this  rich  tradition  of  service  into  the  21st  century. 
Hopefully .  it  will  inspire  its  recipients  also  to  give  of  themselves  as 
have  the  McLeods." 

Preference  forawards  from  the  McLeod  Scholarship  Fund  will 
be  given  to  first-generation  college  students,  and  awards  will 
replace  the  students"  need  for  loans  and  work-study  responsibilities. 
Preference  will  also  be  given  to  residents  of  Chesteifield  County. 
South  Carolina,  and  Southeastern  states. 

A  native  of  Chesterfield  County,  Eva  Teal  McLeod  obtained 
her  education  at  Lander  College  and  taught  in  the  public  school 
system  for  10  years  prior  to  her  marriage. 

John  McLeod  was  born  in  Starr.  N.C..  and  moved  to  McBee.

S.C,  with  his  family  in  1908.  He  graduated 
from  North  Carolina  State  University  and 
moved  to  Chesterfield  in  1 925  where  he  was 
involved  in  the  grocery,  lumber,  and  peach 
growing  business.  He  later  founded  the 
McLeod  Plywood  Box  Company  in 
Wadesboro,  N.C.,  manufacturing  plywood 
for  the  furniture  industiy.  and  also  founded 
the  Chesterfield  Webbing  Company. 

A  dedicated  member  of  the  Chester- 
field Presbyterian  Church,  where  he  served 
as  an  elder,  McLeod  was  elected  to  Presbyterian  College's  Board 
of  Trustees  by  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  in  1951  and  served 
actively  until  1966  when  he  was  named  a  lifetime  board  member. 
"My  father's  connection  with  Presbyterian  College  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  played  a  large  role  in  this  scholarship.  Both  of  my 
parents  were  strong  believers  in  education."  said  the  couple's  son 
John  F.  McLeod  Jr.  "They  were  always  supportive  of  Presbyterian 
College  and  the  Presbyterian  Church." 

The  John  F.  and  Eva  T.  McLeod  Scholarship  Fund  marks  the 
couple's  second  major  gift  to  Presbyterian  College.  In  1965.  they 
established  the  Kristen  Herrington  Chair  of  Bible  as  a  tribute  to 
their  granddaughter,  who  was  killed  in  an  accident.  Dr.  Joseph 
Getty s  first  held  the  chair,  and  Dr.  George  Ramsey,  professor  of 
religion,  accepted  the  chair  in  1978. 

The  gift  raises  Presbyterian  College's  total  endowment  past 
the  $44  million  mark,  which  ranks  as  the  largest  per-pupil  endow- 
ment among  South  Carolina's  colleges  and  universities.  Since 
1980.  the  college's  endowment  has  risen  more  than  600  percent. 


Scotsman  Club's  Morris  tabbed  to  be  next  athletic  director 


Allen  Morris .  a  1 956  Presbyterian  College  graduate  w  ho 
returned  to  his  alma  mater  last  July  to  serve  as  director 
of  the  college's  Scotsman  Club,  will  assume  the  role  of 
athletic  director  on  July  1 ,  1994. 

Morris  was  selected  from  among  152  applicants  for  the 
position.  He  will  succeed  CallyGault.  who  has  served  as  athletic 
director  for  the  past  3 1  years  at  Presbyterian  College .  an  NCAA 
Division  II  member. 

"Allen  Monis  brings  to  his  post  superb  skills  and  experi- 
ences that  have  prepared  him  well,"  Presbyterian  College  president 
Dr.  Kenneth  B.  On-  said.  "He  is  one  of  the  most  highly  acclaimed 
athletes  in  the  college's  history ;  he  has  been  a  very  successful  coach 
at  an  outstanding  university:  he  has  been  the  head  of  personnel  for 
a  large  textile  company;  and  he  has  been  the  parent  of  a  PC  student- 
athlete.  These  experiences  will  contribute  to  his  success  and  enable 
him  to  lead  PC  athletics  in  the  great  tradition  of  Cally  Gault,  Lonnie 
McMillian.  and  Walter  Johnson." 

Moiris.  the  fomier  head  men's  tennis  coach  and  director  of 
tennis  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  said  he  is 
looking  forward  more  to  the  challenge  of  the  position  than  living  up 
to  the  standard  set  by  Gault. 

"First  off.  you  don't  replace  a  Cally  Gault.  You  don't  fill  his 
shoes.  In  assuming  the  position  he  has  held,  it's  impossible  to

replace  a  legend  who  has  meant  so  much  to  the  college 
and  the  community .  I  just  hope  that  I  can  do  half  the  job 
that  he's  done  in  the  years  he's  been  here,"  he  said. 

"I  consider  this  a  great  honor  to  come  back  to  PC 
and  serve  as  athletic  director.  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  the  coaches,  the  administration,  and  the  faculty, 
and  my  theme  of  leadership  is  the  same  theme  that  the 
college  has  had  foryears;  my  first  priority  istograduate 
our  student-athletes:  my  second  priority  is  to  compete 
with  integrity:  and  my  third  priority  is  to  compete  to  win." 

A  standout  tennis  player  while  attending  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. Morris  was  an  alternate  on  the  U.S.  Davis  Cup  teams  from 
1 954-56.  In  1 956.  he  reached  the  apex  of  his  career  by  attaining  a 
I4th-place  worid  ranking  and  advancing  to  the  quarterfinals  at 
Wimbledon.  He  later  won  open  singles  championships  in  North 
Carolina.  South  Carolina.  Georgia,  and  New  York,  and  won  the 
U.S.  Senior  Clay  Court  Championships  in  both  1977  and  1978. 

Morris  has  enjoyed  equal  success  as  a  businessman  and  coach . 
He  served  as  vice  president  for  personnel  at  Texfi  Industries  in 
Greensboro, N.C.. before  accepting  the  coaching  position  at  UNC. 
During  his  1 3  seasons  in  Chapel  Hill ,  he  led  the  Tar  Heels  to  a  227- 
1 1 5  mark  that  included  two  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  champion- 
ships. He  was  named  ACC  Coach  of  the  Year  in  "83,  ■90.and  '92. 


Carnegie  Foundation  gives  PC  highest  rating 


The  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  ot'Teaching 
has  classified  Presbyterian  College  among  the  leading 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  America. 
PC  was  among  163  "'primarily  Luidergraduate"  institutions 
included  in  the  "BA  (Baccalaureate)  I"  category. 

The  classification,  which  appeared  in  the  April  6  issue  of  The 
Chronicle  of  Higher  Education,  lists  all  3.600  accredited  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  United  States,dividing  them  into  1 1  different 
categories  based  primarily  on  the  highest  level  of  degree  awarded 
and  selectivity  of  admissions. 

The  Carnegie  classification  was  last  published  in  1987. 

In  its  1994  classifications.  Carnegie  listed  633  institutions  as 


■■primarily  undergraduate  with  major  emphasis  on  bachelor's  de- 
gree programs."  The  1 63  schools  listed  as  BA  I  —  including  PC  — 
were  designated  as  having  more  selective  admissions  policies. 

The  Carnegie  classification  is  a  basis  on  which  many  national 
foundations  consider  grant  proposals  from  certain  institutions. 

PC  President  Ken  Orr  said  the  reclassification  puts  PC  among 
the  nation's  leading  small  colleges. 

'■This  is  recognition  by  The  Carnegie  Foundation  as  it  reclas- 
sifies the  institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,"  he  said.  "PC  is  now  recognized  both  by  The  Carnegie 
Foundation  and  by  the  various  college  ratings  as  a  vei7  selective, 
first-rate  institution  of  liberal  arts." 


Kresge  awards  challenge  grant  for  new  center 


Presbyterian  College's  proposed  Mathematics  and  Social 
Sciences  Center  moved  closer  to  its  $4.9  million  fund- 
raising  goal  in  March  with  a  $500,000  challenge  grant  from 
The  Kresge  Foundation. 

At  the  time  of  Kresge's  deliberations,  the  college  had  $1.8 
million  remaining  to  raise  for  the  project.  This  challenge  reduced 
that  balance  to  $1 .3  million,  and  in  the  weeks  since  the  grant  was 
approved,  PC  has  received  other  gifts  and  pledges  to  reduce  the 
needed  funds  to  $750,000. 

The  Kresge  Foundation,  based  in  Troy,  Mich.,  is  an  indepen- 
dent, private  foundation  created  by  the  personal  gifts  of  Sebastian 
S.  Kresge.  When  this  and  other  grants  were  announced  in  mid- 
March,  the  foundation  had  awarded  25  grants  in  1994  for  a  total  of 
$9.31  million.  It  will  continue  to  award  grants  throughout  the 
remainder  of  1994. 

■■We  thank  The  Kresge  Foundation  for  this  splendid  grant  that 
will  assist  the  constniction  of  an  important  new  academic  center  for 
Presbyterian  College,"  said  Dr.  Ken  Git,  president  of  the  college. 
"The  Kresge  Foundation  is  vei-y  selective  in  its  financial  support, 
and  this  grant  indicates  its  strong  endorsement  of  the  quality  higher 
education  being  offered  at  PC." 

In  1 993,  The  Kresge  Foundation  reviewed  777  proposals  and 
awarded  grants  totaling  $74,453,800  to  174  charitable  organiza- 


Trustees  approve  construction 
plan,  creation  of  PC  Foundation 

Construction  on  the  new  mathematics  and  social  sci- 
ences center  is  expected  to  begin  in  June,  following  action 
taken  on  March  1  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  trustees  authorized  the  construction  committee  and 
the  administration  to  secure  construction  bids  for  the  pro- 
posed $4.9  million  academic  facility,  to  be  located  on  the  site 
where  Spencer  Hall  stood  before  it  was  razed  last  summer.  If 
those  bids  are  within  an  acceptable  range,  a  contract  will  be 
signed  to  build  the  center  by  September  of  1995  f.v£'f'/7age70i. 

The  financial  development  committee  was  instnicted  to 
work  with  the  college's  financial  development  office  to 
secure  the  balance  of  funding  commitments  for  the  building 
by  Dec.  31, 1994. 

The  trustees  also  approved  the  creation  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  Foundation  to  seek  deferred  gifts  and  other  assets 
(see  page  12).

Costs  for  1994-95  represents  smallest  percentage  increase  in  18  years 


he  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  new  operating  budget  and 
fee  schedule  for  the  1 994-95  academic  year  that  represents 
the  smallest  percentage  increase  in  tuition  and  fees  since 
1977. 

Approval  was  given  to  a  proposed  $22.8  budget  that  will  go 
into  effect  as  the  fiscal  year  begins  on  .luly  I  of  this  year.  That  figure 
is  7.4  percent  above  the  1993-94  operating  budget. 

But  the  cost  increase  to  PC  students  is  only  6.4  percent  ($986), 
well  below  the  9.14  percent  average  increase  for  the  past  1 8  years. 
Total  costs  in  tuition,  fees,  room,  and  board  for  1994-95  will  be 
$16,386. 

President  Ken  Orr  points  out  that  PC's  costs  compares  favor- 
ably to  other  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  region. 

"We  continue  to  emphasize  cost  containment  as  we  manage

Precious  gift 

Former  Board  of  Visitors  members 
donate  valuable  gems  for  display 

When  one  of  Presbyterian  College's  chemistry  pro- 
fessors saw  the  gemstones  donated  to  the  college 
by  Anderson,  S.C..  residents  Jane  and 
Robert  Klatt.he  immediately  recognized  their  quality . 

"Some  of  the  specimens  were  much  more  exquis- 
ite than  what  I  saw  in  the  Oxford  Museum  in  England 
last  summer."  said  Dr.  Randy  Huff.  "These  are  really 
special." 

The  minerals,  some  of  which  are  currently  on 
display  in  Thomason  Library,  are  part  of  the  Klatts" 
collection  that  was  compiled  during  the  12  years  that 
they  were  involved  in  the  gemstone  business.  They 
made  the  gift  to  PC  because  they  feel  strongly  about 
the  role  that  the  church-related  institution  plays  in  higher  education. 

"We  were  introduced  to  PC  by  our  pastor  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church  (in  Anderson).  Bob  Pettit  ( who  was  serving  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  time)."  Bob  Klatt  explained.  "We  later  served  on  the 
Board  of  Visitors  and  found  ourselves  in  an  atmosphere  that  we 
wanted  to  continue  being  a  part  of." 

They  began  acquiring  these  gems  in  the  1960s  when  they 
joined  a  friend. Charlie  Blanchard.  in  his  small  mineral  business.  At 
the  time.  Bob  Klatt  had  purchased  American  Chemet  Co., based  in 
Chicago,  and  was  trying  to  bring  that  venture  to  life. 

"We  got  a  booth  at  the  Chicago  Flower  and  Garden  Show 
exhibit  to  sell  Chariie's  pieces,"  Klatt  said.  "The  situation  was  that 
we  had  purchased  a  bankrupt  company  and  there  was  not  enough 
money  to  pay  the  employees  and  still  take  out  any  money  for  us  to 
live  on,  so  this  was  a  matter  of  putting  shoes  on  our  children's  feet 
and  food  on  the  table." 

Within  five  years,  Klatt  had  made  his  company,  American 
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Chemet,  which  produces  copper  and  zinc  products,  a 
financial  success,  but  he  continued  his  involvement 
with  gemstones  for  another  seven  years. 

PC's  Klatt  Collection  features  gorgeous  specimens 
such  as  quartz,  agate,  galena,  copper,  gypsum,  and 
petrified  wood  that  defy  description.  Dr.  Ed  Gouge, 
chairman  of  the  chemistiy  department,  speaks  in  super- 
latives when  discussing  this  gift  to  the  college. 

"What  makes  the  collection  special  is  not  necessar- 
ily the  rarity  of  the  specimens,  although  some  are  quite  rare."  he 
said.  "What  makes  this  special  is  the  quality  of  the  samples.  The 
crystals  are  large  and  well-formed.  What  we  are  looking  at  is 
museum-quality  minerals." 

In  fact,  the  Klatts  have  donated  gems  to  the  Elmhurst  Museum 
as  well  as  to  exhibits  at  Ohio  State  University.  Northwestern 
University,  and  the  University  of  Illinois. 

But  the  clarity  and  crystalization  of  the  minerals  now  on 
display  in  Thomason  Library  make  the  PC  collection  second  to 
none. 

"When  (retired  chemistry  professor)  Nolan  Carter  first  saw 
these."  Gouge  said,  "he  said  that  some  of  the  pieces  outshone  the 
same  kind  of  specimens  that  are  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian. 

"The  Klatts  are  patrons  of  the  arts,  and  1  can  understand  why 
they  are  drawn  to  these  minerals ."  Gouge  added .  "These  display  the 
same  kind  of  symmetry  that  one  enjoys  in  the  arts .  We  are  extremely 
fortunate  to  have  been  the  recipient  of  such  a  wonderful  gift." 


ROTC  to  enshrine  Walter  Todd  '39  in  Hall  of  Fame 


Col.  (Ret.)  Walter  B.Todd,  former  chief  of  staff  at  Fort 
Jackson,  will  become  the  ninth  member  of  Presbyterian 
College's  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame  during  induction  ceremo- 
nies on  May  6  as  part  of  Commencement  Weekend. 

A  native  of  Clinton,  Todd  graduated  from  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege in  1 939  and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  through  the 
college's  ROTC  program.  He  entered  the  U.S.  Anny  in  1940  and 
spent  his  first  five  years  with  the  8th  Regiment.  4th  hifantry 
Division,  which  participated  in  some  of  the  harshest  fighting  in  the 
European  Theater  during  World  War  II.  It  was  the  first  to  invade 
Nomiandy  on  D-Day  and  also  took  part  in  the  Saint  Lo  Break- 
through, the  liberation  of  Paris,  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge. and  the  drive 
across  the  Rhine. 

Todd  was  assigned  to  General  Headquarters  in  Tokyo  during 
the  Korean  War.  and  also  served  as  an  Army  combat  operations 
advisor  and  American  representative  in  the  Mekong  Delta  during 
the  Vietnam  War. 

Upon  retiring  from  the  Amiy  in  1969  following  a  30-year 


career,  Todd  remained  in  Columbia,  S.C.. 
and  began  a  second  career  with  the  South 
Carolina  Department  of  Mental  Retardation's 
central  administration  staff  as  deputy  com- 
missioner for  administration  — a  post  he 
held  until  retiring  in  1983. 

During  his  military  career,  Todd  was 
honored  with  the  Sil\  er  Star.  Legion  of  Merit

Kathie  Berlin: 


MGM  exec  cites  dilemma 
facing  women  in  film

Perhaps  Kathie  Bedin  summed  up  the  dilemma  best. 

"As  a  woman  who  becomes  a  media  executive."  siie 
asked, "do  you  run  a  company  using  the  sensibiUties  of  being 
a  woman,  or  do  you  use  your  business  sense  to  make  the  bottom 
line?" 

It  was  a  rhetorical  question,  to  be  sure.  But  for  Berlin,  a  senior 
vice  president  for  MGM  who  has  been  in  the  film  industry  for  20 
years,  it  was  a  question  that  has  everyday .  real-life  implications. 

As  the  first  of  a  series  of  speakers  on  "Women  and  the  Media" 
during  PC's  eighth  annual  Arnold  Symposium,  held  Feb.  21-23. 
Berlin  zeroed  right  in  on  that  two-edged  ethical  sword  that  cuts  to 
the  heart  of  the  media  industry.  In  a  word,  profit. 

She  cited  the  situation  facing  Sherry  Lansing  who  as  chief 
executive  of  Paramount  became  the  most  powerful  woman  in  the 
film  business.  During  her  ascent  to  that  top  post.  Lansing  had  been 
praised  for  her  deft  treatment  of  movie  projects  and  her  singular 
perspective  as  to  what  makes  good  movie  fare,  critically  speaking. 

Then  came  the  script  for  "Indecent  Proposal."  in  which  a 
wealthy  character  played  by  Robert  Redford  offers  a  struggling 
young  professional  the  tidy  sum  of  $  1  million  in  exchange  for  one 
night  alone  with  the  young  man's  wife,  played  by  Demi  Moore. 

Paramount  made  the  film. 

And  women  across  America  reacted  —  mostly  with  calls  and 
letters  criticizing  her  for  allowing  yet  another  portrayal  of  women 
as  second-class  sex  objects. 

"It's  a  very  complicated  process."  Berlin  said.  "As  women  get 
to  that  level  of  authority .  they  have  to  be  sensitive  to  the  box  office. 
In  other  words,  they'll  give  you  two  weeks  to  prove  yourself." 

That's  the  crucial  "make  or  break"  period  for  any  new  movie. 

Statistics  show,  she  said. that  males  —  primarily  teen  and  pre- 
teen  males  —  are  the  target  audience  for  box  office  success.  That 
means  that  Schwarzenegger  and  Stallone  are  in  and  Thelma  and 
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MAKING  MORE 
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Louise  are  out. 

"Why  aren't  there  less  violent  movies?  Why  aren't  there  more 
'women's'  movies?  Because  girls  don't  choose  the  movie."  Beriin 
said.  "'Thelma  and  Louise'  made  more  money  on  cassette  than  any 
film  that  year,  but  when  the  guy  is  making  the  decision  on  what 
movie  to  see  at  the  theater,  that  kind  of  film  won't  be  a  commercial 
blockbuster." 

That,  in  turn,  has  an  effect  on  the  women  attempting  to  earn  a 
living  in  front  of  the  movie  cameras.  Where  the  middle-age  male 
stars  like  Robert  Redford.  Nick  Nolte,  and  Jack  Nicholson  can 
continue  to  find  meaty  roles,  the  aging  process  limits  a  woman's 
earning  power. 

"There  are  no  roles  for  older  women ."  Beri  in  said .  "That  ■  s  why 
Meryl  Streep  can't  get  any  work.  Sally  Field  is  thrilled  to  get  (a 
supporting  role)  in  a  movie  like  'Mrs.  Doubtfire'  because  it's  a  job. 
And  Jane  Fonda  didn't  leave  (the  movie  business)  because  of  Ted 
Turner;  she  needed  another  life." 

Oddly,  however,  the  trends  are  the  other  way  around  in 
television. 

"In  TV.  it's  exactly  the  opposite."  she  said.  "There  are  great 
leading  roles  for  women  in  the  Sunday  night  'made-for-TV  movie. 
But  what  you'll  hear  in  Hollywood  is  that  'women  can't  carry  a 
movie.'" 

So.  for  now.  the  situation  facing  women  in  film  appears  to  be 
a  bottom-line  proposal,  however  indecent  it  might  be.  And  that 
won't  change.  Beriin  said,  until  other  factors  change. 

"I  would  like  to  see  women  making  more  decisions  —  not  only 
about  what  movies  are  made. but  also  what  movies  are  seen."Beriin 
said. 


Suzanna  Walters: 

Sociologist  examines  depiction  of  women  through  four  decades  of  TV

Tennis  star  and  MTV-style  commercial  pitchman  Andre  Agassi 
claims  that  "image  is  everything."  Sociologist  Suzanna  Walters. 
who  has  done  extensive  research  on  television's  depiction  ot 
women  through  its  40-year  history,  says  life  is  not  that  simple. 


"To  point  to  'Roseanne'  or  to  'Father  Knows  Best'  and  say, 
'Here  are  good  images,'  it's  not  as  simple  as  that,"  she  said.  "When 
you're  dealing  with  stereotypes,  you  have  to  know  how  you  come 
to  recognize  it.  What  is  a  stereotype  and  what  is  factual?  We  need 
to  see  that  in  a  context  of  images." 

For  the  most  part .  Walters  said,  the  characterization  of  women 
has  fared  better  in  television  than  in  film.  But  for  evei-y  Mai^ 


Richards  who  steps  forward  as  a  single,  career-minded  profes- 
sional, there  are  three  curvaceous  "Charlie's  Angels."  and  for  every 
forthright,  equal  rights  champion  such  as  Maude,  there  have  been 
men  dreaming  of  scantily  clad  genies  in  a  bottle. 

Walters,  author  of  "Material  Girls:  Women,  Images  and  Cul- 
tural Criticism."  concluded  the  three-day  symposium  on  "Women 
and  the  Media"  by  illustrating  her  comments  with  several  video 
clips.  She  began  in  the  1 950s. citing  the  sole  depiction  of  TV  women 
as  housewives  anxiously  awaiting  the  late  afternoon  arrival  of 
Ozzie.  Ricky  Ricardo.  and  Ward  and  the  Beaver. 

The  fact  that  these  images  are  now  being  replayed  for  a  whole 
new  generation  as  part  of  the  "Nick  at  Nite"  weekday  cable  fare. 
Walters  said,  might  be  worth  thinking  about. 

"They  were  targeted  as  eager  homemakers.  located  firmly  in 
their  home."  she  said.  "Even  when  one  of  them  wanted  to  get  out  in 
the  working  world,  such  as  Lucy  Ricardo.  the  husband  always 
discouraged  it." 


It  took  until  the  1970s,  she  said,  for  a  more  well-rounded 
portrayal  of  women  to  appear  on  television  with  "The  Mary  Tyler 
Moore  Show"  and  "Maude." 

"It  was  TV,  much  more  than  film,  that  mirrored  the  women's 
movement."  she  said.  "Then  in  the  "80s  and  "QOs.  we  began  to  see 
a  lot  of  strong,  central  women  characters  such  as  Murphy  Brown 
and  Roseanne  Connor.  "Roseanne."  especially,  has  had  a  huge 
impact  because  it  represents  a  different  idea  about  working  class  and 
gender." 

Surprisingly,  perhaps  the  most  accurate  portrayals  of  real-life 
women  through  the  years.  Walters  said,  have  not  even  occurred  on 
prime  time. 

"The  narrative  structure  of  the  soap  opera  mirrors  women's 
relationships,  sexuality,  and  maternal  responsibilities."  she  said. 
"Soap  opera  heroines  are  more  often  than  not  lovers,  mothers,  and 
workers  —  all  at  once.  That  may  be  pail  of  their  appeal." 


Barbara  Brandon: 

Syndicated  cartoon  strip  gives 
black  female  artist  key  forum

Barbara  Brandon.  America's  only  black  female  syndicated 
cartoonist,  brought  her  comic  strip  to  life  during  a  slide-lecture 
presentation  during  the  Arnold  Symposium. 

"Why  all  this  concern  about  comic  strips?  Well,  it's  an 
important  source  of  entertainment,"  she  explained.  "And  when  all 
the  characters  in  a  strip  are  white  characters,  as  has  been  the  rule,  it 
says  that  these  are  the  only  important  people  out  there." 

So  when  Brandon  decided  she  would  launch  her  own  black  and 
white  strip.  "The  Way  I  See  It  ."she  decided  that  it  would  be  just  that 
—  black  and  white .  She  also  decided  that  its  humorous  barbs  would 
come  from  women. 

"But  women  in  comics  had  either  been  damsels  in  distress  or 
superheroes  with  anatomically  incorrect  bodies."  she  said,  "so  I 
decided  to  exclude  the  bodies  altogether. 
What  you  find  in  my  strip  are  just  talking 
heads." 

And  what  talking  they  do.  The  topics  in 
a  given  week  can  range  from  Rodney  King 
and  the  L.A.  riots  to  the  rape  trials  of  Mike 
Tyson  and  William  Kennedy  Smith.  Some- 
times the  zinger  sounds  like  something  out  of 
late  night  monologue  from  Lettemian.Leno.  Buihara  Braiukm 
or  Arsenio. 

But  often  the  conversation  between  Brandon's  talking  heads 
mirrors  the  kinds  of  everyday  issues  that  make  pop  culture  what  it 
is  today;  peer  pressure,  love  and  romance,  and  the  battle  of  the 
sexes.  Often,  these  final  words  are  punctuated  not  with  a  rimshot 
and  punch  to  the  gut.  but  with  a  subtle  wink  of  the  eye. 

"The  way  the  world  is  going."  the  soft-spoken  cartoonist  said, 
"you  can't  run  out  of  material." 

You  can.  however,  make  a  difference.

Valeriani  leads  panel 
through  variety  of  topics 

The  four  featured  Arnold  Symposium  speakers  joined 
two  other  panelists  for  a  discussion  on  various  issues 
involving  women  and  the  media.  Moderator  for  the  panel 
was  longtime  television  journalist  Richard  Valeriani. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  more  memorable  comments. 

Barbara  Reynolds  cm  the  double  standard  in  TV 
news:  "The  Battle  of  the  Sexes  goes  on  and  progress  is 
being  made,  but  when  will  we  know  it's  won?  When  a 
woman  news  anchor  can  be  over  50  and  not  believe  she 
needs  a  facelift.  In  other  words,  when  she  looks  like  David 
Brinkley  or  Charles  Kuralt." 

Kathie  Berlin  on  the  media 's  corporate  structure: 
"'Lifetime'  is  the  only  'women's  network,"  and  yet  it  is 
run  by  a  nine-member,  all-male  board  which  just  hired  a 
male  president.  Still,  women  are  definitely  moving  ahead 
with  the  emergence  of  cable.  Women  are  very  successful 
producers,  and  some  of  the  best  editors  are  women." 

Suzanna  Walters  on  network  television's  reluctance  to 
deal  with  certain  societal  issues:  "It's  a  real  paradox  that  at 
the  same  time  that  there  has  been  wide  discussion  of  gays 
in  the  military,  that  a  kiss  (between  two  women)  on 
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Barbara  Reynolds: 

USA  Today  columnist  sees 
need  for  editorial  diversity

When  she  wanted  to  join  the  marching  hand  at  Ohio  State 
Universit\'  in  the  1960s.  Barbara  Reynolds  was  told  by  the  band 
professor  that  women  were  not  permitted  to  play  in  the  band. 

As  her  dream  of  a  career  in  music  was  cmshed.  Reynolds 
hurled  her  tnunpet  out  of  sight. 

When  she  decided  to  pursue  a  career  in  journalism.  Reynolds 
was  told  by  another  professor  that  "Negro  girls  cannot  be  journal- 
ists." 

That  time. Reynolds  did  not  nin  or  hide.  She  merely  proved  the 
professor  wrong. 

"I  remember  saying  that  day  that  I  would  never  again  allow 
someone  else  to  take  my  dream ."  Reynolds  said .  "Something  inside 
me  said  "yes.  you  can."" 

Reynolds  has  followed  her  dream  to  the  editorial  board  at  USA 
Today,  where  she  helps  shape  the  opinions  of  the  nation's  largest 
newspaper.  She  brought  her  own  opinion  on  "Women  and  the 
Media"  to  the  1 994  Arnold  Symposium,  specifically  addressing  the 
need  for  more  diversity  in  the  print  media. 

"In  the  Book  of  Genesis,  it  says  that  women  and  men  —  both 
ofthem  —  arecreatedinthelikenessofGod.  Why. then. arewomen 
in  the  media  treated  like  bimbos,  broads,  and  'itches"  —  I  leave  the 
"b"  out.  And  another  question:  w  hy  do  we  take  it?'"  Reynolds  said. 
"The  face  of  the  news  is  too  male,  too  pale.  The  media  are  the  ones 
who  point  out  the  sin  in  every body"s  back  yard,  but  they  can't  find 
any  sin  in  their  own." 

For  nearly  25  years.  Reynolds  has  been  proving  that  women  in 
communications  have  the  power  to  change  attitudes  toward  women 
and  minorities.  Although  she  believes  that  group  wields  consider- 
able power,  she  quickly  adds  that  many  fail  to  use  their  power. 

"Women  must  become  more  radical .  Right  now .  we  are  being 
too  quiet.  We  must  blow  our  tops,  take  off  our  ballet  slippers,  and 
put  on  some  combat  boots  to  change  a  situation  where  95  percent 
of  all  the  decisions  are  made  by  white  males,"  Reynolds  said.  "I 
don"t  want  to  take  a  back  seat  to  anybody  or  anything.  Change  is 
going  to  come, but  women  —  and  some  well-meaning  men  —  must 
inaugurate  it."'

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Reynolds  said  that 
males  make  up  more 
than  91  percent  of 
executives  in  the 
newspaper  industr\  in  the  United  States,  and  that  there  are  just  two 
female  publishers  at  newspapers  with  a  circulation  of  more  than 
250.000.  She  added  that  men  are  used  as  sources  for  front  page 
stories  more  than  85  percent  of  the  time,  and  66  percent  of  those 
stories  are  also  written  by  men. 

Since  graduating  from  college.  Reynolds  has  been  setting 
examples  for  women  and  minorities  to  follow.  She  was  the  first 
black  reporter  at  the  now-defunct  Cleveland  Press,  and  in  1976 
became  the  second  black  woman  in  history  to  win  a  Nieman 
Fellowship  at  Harvard  University. 

Reynolds  has  been  with  USA  Today  since  1983  and.  as 
"Inquiry  Page"  editor,  interviews  the  nation's  major  thinkers  and 
opinion-makers.  In  1988.  she  became  a  regular  columnist  at  USA 
Today,  and  remains  one  of  just  three  African-American  women 
syndicated  columnists  in  America.  In  that  role  she  is  able  to  take 
aim  at  what  she  views  as  injustice  toward  women  in  the  print  media 
—  an  opinion  she  will  not  keep  to  herself. 

"Look  at  who  is  setting  the  agenda  —  the  "McLaughlin 
Group,"  'Face  the  Nation."  and  "Meet  the  Press."  These  public 
service  shows  are  important  because  they  set  the  national  agenda  for 
what  is  news.  But  you  don't  see  iis  there.""  Reynolds  said.  ""Why 
does  it  matter  who  is  there?  Because  biased  media  treatment  does 
matter.  When  the  press  slanders  women,  there  is  nobody  there  to 
say.  "Wait  a  minute.  that"s  wrong."  Who  can  raise  the  questions? 
I  think  it  matters  who  is  there. 

"I  fought  a  lot  of  battles  before  I  got  (to  USA  Today).  One  of 
the  hardest  things  Lve  ever  done  is  to  try  to  have  a  voice  in  the 
media.  I  try  to  keep  my  column  very  strong.  I  don't  self-censor 
myself  and  say  that  if  I  don't  write  what  they  want  then  they  will  take 
my  column  away.  I  say  take  it,  because  I  will  have  said  everything 
I  wanted  to  say  while  I  had  it."

mWDVCTION 

Presbylenan  College  entered  the  decade  cf 
the  1990s  with  a  momentum  that  set  it  apart  from 
many  institutions  of  higher  education.  Enrollment 
had  reached  new  heights  in  both  quantity  and 
quality.  The  endowment  had  grown  dramatically 
and  new  buildings  dotted  the  campus.  Such  growth 
had  required  the  creation  of  new  faculty  and 
administrative  positions,  which  were  filled  by 
talented  and  enthusiastic  additions  to  the  PC 
family. 

As  explained  in  the  letter  from  President 
Kenneth  B.  Oit.  which  appears  on  the  inside  front 
cover  of  this  magazine,  such  enviable  momentum 
did  not  just  occur.  It  was  the  result  of  careful  and 
thoughtful  strategic  planning  that  set  goals  for  the 
future  of  PC  and  attainable  objectives  to  make  that 
vision  a  reality. 

The  third  long-range  plan  during  Orr's  15- 
year  administration  was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  November  of  1993.  "Refining. 
Enriching.  Extending:  Presbyterian  College's 
.Agenda  for  the  Mid-Nineties"  sets  ambitious 
standards  for  the  instimtion  through  1997  in  the 
areas  of  programs,  facilities,  equipment, 
relationships,  finances,  and  support. 

PC  has.  in  recent  years,  developed  a 
reputation  for  meefing  even  the  most  daunting 
challenges,  and  the  lofty  goals  of  this  new  plan 
will  certainly  not  be  easily  achieved.  The  opening 
paragraph  of  the  plan  sets  the  scene  facing 
colleges  across  America:  a  shnnking  pool  of 
qualified  high  school  graduates,  financial 
pressures  that  threaten  quality  through  budget  cuts 
and  rising  costs,  an  explosion  of  new  technology 
that  is  changing  both  the  instruction  and 
administration  of  higher  education,  and  the  ethical 
and  moral  questions  that  colleges  and  universities 
must  answer  to  ensure  society's  support. 

Indeed,  challenges  abound,  but  at  PC,  a 
blueprint  for  achievement  is  securely  in  place. 
"Refining.  Enhancing.  Extending"  contains  no 
fewer  than  65  objectives,  some  more  readily 
attainable  than  others.  What  follows  are  several  of 
the  more  prominent  pieces  of  that  overall  long- 
range  puzzle  that,  once  assembled,  will  depict  the 
desired  look  of  Presbytenan  College  m  1997. 


REUTIOm 


Religious  life  opportimilies  should  be  expanded 
and  better  supported  ...  Tlie  awareness  of  the  college 
needs  to  be  heightened  within  the  Synod  of  South  Mantic. 

While  many  church-related  institutions  have 
drifted  in  and  out  of  their  religious  commitment  through 
the  years.  PC  has  always  held  steadfast  to  its  mission 
within  the  Preshytenan  Church. 

The  long-range  plan  seeks  to  make  an  already- 
strong  connection  even  stronger  through  various  efforts, 
including  a  new  program  that  will  nurtui^e  students' 
church  leadership  potential.  A  proposal  has  already  been 
presented  to  one  PCUSA  congregation,  and  that  church 
has  pledged  to  fund  the  program  for  its  first  year,  be- 
ginning this  fall. 

Tliis  program  will  identify  and  train  a  core  group 
of  freshmen  shidenls  each  year  who  will  then  experi- 
ence vanous  forms  of  church  service  as  sophomores. 
jumoR.  and  seniors. 

The  proposed  program  has  two  components:  first, 
intensive  ministry  experiences  during  die  summer  will 
give  students  the  chance  to  take  part  in  mission  and 
service  activities  at  church  camps,  conference  centers, 
local  congregations,  and  foreign  sites:  second,  depu- 
tation teams  will  be  organized  to  visit  local  churches  for 
spa'ial  ministry  e\ents. 

"It's  something  se\'eral  of  us  have  thought  about 
for  a  long  time,"  says  Dr,  Bob  Smith,  PC's  director  of 
church  relafions.  "We  wanted  a  model  that  could  be  a 
real  service  to  the  church  and  to  our  students.  That's 
why  we  just  don't  want  to  make  assignments  for  chtirch 
service;  we  plan  to  provide  training  and  help  develop 
these  young  people  who  have  demonstrated  leadership 
potential  in  this  area. 

"We  plan  to  have  a  preparatory  weekend  in  the 
spring  to  help  those  who  will  be  working  in  certain  sit- 
uations such  as  volunteers  in  mission,  youth  work  in 
churches,  assisting  in  worship,  or  serving  as  camp 
counselors  at  places  like  Montreat  or  Ghost  Ranch," 
Smith  says, 

"This  offeR  exciting  possibilities  for  PC's 
continued  commitment  as  an  instiaiiion  of  the  church." 


INTERNATIONAL 
INITIATIVES 

We  must  offer  increasing  opportunities 
for  students  to  gain  an  international  and 
mdtiadtural  perspective  as  part  of  their  PC 
education. 


During  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  PC  students  Karen  O'Connor  and 
Jason  Humphnes  described  their  life-changing 
expenences  a  year  earlier  as  students  at  Abo 
Akademi  in  Finland.  They  then  introduced 
Lena  Grahn  and  Peter  Bjokroth.  two  Abo 
Akademi  graduate  students  who  are  on  the  PC 
campus  this  spnng. 

That  presentation  embodied  the 
commitment  PC  has  to  international  and 
multicultural  initiatives. 

Dr.  Ron  Dempsey.  assistant  dean  of 
academic  affairs  and  director  of  smdent 
records,  describes  that  commitment  as  two- 
fold. 

"First,  we  want  to  internationalize  our 
students  on  campus  through  specific  courses, 
through  language  opportunities,  and  by 
bringing  graduate  students  from  other  countries 
here  to  teach,"  Dempsey  says.  "Second,  we 
want  to  internationalize  our  suidents  off 
campus  by  expanding  our  study  abroad 
opportunities." 

Presently.  PC  students  can  study  abroad 
through  Butler  University  programs  in  London 
and  at  the  University  of  Queensland  in 
Australia  and  through  Cental  College 
programs  in  France.  Spain,  Austria,  London, 
Wales,  and  the  Yucatan. 

But  while  these  opportunities  do  pro\  ide 
international  experiences,  the  ideal  situation  is 
tor  PC  to  develop  programs  of  its  own, 
working  directly  with  other  colleges  and 
universities. 

"Too  often,  our  students  have  gone  to 
places  overseas  and  have  had  limited  choices  in 
courses  and  have  been  cloistered  with  other 
Amencan  students,"  Dempsey  says.  "We  want 
them  to  be  able  to  w  a  universitv,  take 
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r'  iwxi  five  years  we  have 
additions  and  refinements  to 
make  in  our  instructional  facilities  and 
equipment. 


The  Presbyterian  College  campus  has  taken 
new  fomi  and  shape  in  recent  years,  and  the 
existing  long-range  plan  details  continued 
physical  changes. 

Douglas  House  awaits  renovation,  while 
Templeton  Center  and  Belk  Auditonum  need 
additional  classroom  space.  Plans  call  for  a 
computer-based  writing  center  and  language 
instruction  center,  as  well  as  upgraded  sound  and 
lighting  systems  for  the  Belk  stage  area. 

But  first  and  foremost  in  the  long-range 
plan  is  the  construction  of  the  new  Social  Science 
and  Mathematics  Center,  to  be  located  on  the  site 
where  Spencer  Hall  stood  for  81  years. 

Work  on  the  $4.9  million  structure  is  set  to 
begin  this  summer.  Target  date  of  completion  is 
August  of  1995. 

PC  President  Kenneth  Orr  says  this  42,000- 
square-foot  facility  will  bring  a  renewed  e.vcite- 
nient  to  the  campus. 


"I  think  this  will  be  a  building  that  reshapes 
the  standard  of  what  an  academic  center  should 
be."  he  says.  "In  its  own  way  it  is  going  to 
reinforce  some  of  the  values  of  this  campus:  the 
value  of  sound,  vigorous  instruction;  the  value  of 
dealing  with  ideas  in  a  manner  that  is  exciting;  the 
way  of  enunciating  in  a  dramatic  bricks-and-mortar 
fashion  the  vitality  of  Presbyterian  College." 

Dr.  William  Moncrief.  senior  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty, 
agrees. 

"At  this  point  in  most  institutions'  histories, 
this  building  will  be  quite  an  eye-opener,"  he  says. 
"On  most  campuses,  survival  is  more  the  mode  of 
thought  as  opposed  to  improvement  and  expansion. 
If  you  go  to  almost  any  other  campus  in  the 
Southeast,  this  building  will  be  superior.  This  will 
allow  us  to  get  an  edge  in  technology." 

From  the  much-needed  office  and  classroom 
space  to  a  conference  suite  and  a  100-seat 
amphitheater,  the  four-story  structure  will  provide 
a  state-of-the-art  teaching  environment  for  political 
science,  psychology,  sociology,  education,  and 
mathematics. 

"Much  of  learning  is  formalized  instruction 
that  comes  about  in  the  classroom,"  Orr  says,  "and 
this  academic  center  is  going  to  give  us  a  signature 
building  that  suggests  that  this  campus  is  creating  a 
foundation  of  contemporary  learning  that  prepares 
young  people  for  the  21st  century."

whatever  courses  they  want,  live  with  the 
students  at  that  university,  and  experience  the 
full  cultural  exchange." 

Such  arrangements  are  already  in  place 
at  Abo  Akademi  in  Finland.  Kansai  Gadai  in 
Japan,  Changchun  University  in  China.  St. 
Andrews  University  in  Scotland,  and  Oxford 
University's  Corpus  Christi  College  in 
England.  While  it  is  unusual  for  a  school  the 
size  of  PC  to  develop  such  programs,  the  effort 
pays  big  dividends.

But  the  long-range  plan  calls  for  more 
such  opportunities,  so  Dempsey  will  travel  to 
India  and  Korea  in  May  with  Dr.  William 
Moncrief,  senior  vice  president  of  academic 
affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty,  and  Dr.  Ron 
Bumside.  professor  of  history.  Their  plans  are 
to  put  the  finishing  touches  on  programs  with 
Han  Nam  University  in  Korea  and  Madras 
Christian  College  in  India.  Not  only  will  such 
programs  send  PC  students  to  the  far  reaches  of 
the  globe,  but  they  will  also  bring  foreign 
students  to  Clinton,  S.C.  where  the  rest  of  the 
PC  community  can  experience  international 
exchanges  without  ever  leaving  the  campus.

Strengthening  PC's  Financial  Foundation 


Mimal  gimg  should  be  expanded  from  ihe 
current  level  ofSI  million  to  $1.4  million  by  1997.

$150,000  to  $500,000  ...  Establish  a  comprehetme 
planned  giving  program  to  expand  the  balance  on 
the  planned  gift  register  from  the  current  $7  million 
to  $20  million  b\  1997. 


Dr.  Ted  Brown  knows  all  about  challenges. 
He  came  to  PC  as  vice  president  for  financial 
development  as  plans  for  a  S30  million  fund- 
raising  campaign  were  being  discussed. 

Nine  years  and  one  $38.5  million  Buildmg 
from  Strength  campaign  later.  Brown  now  faces 
more  ambitious  tasks  in  the  "Refining,  Enriching, 
Extendmg"  plan. 

Not  only  is  his  office  responsible  for 
raising  the  money  to  fund  many  of  the  objectives 
listed  throughout  the  long-range  plan,  but  he  and 
his  colleagues  in  the  development  office  also 
have  several  specific  goals  of  their  own, 
especially  in  the  areas  of  the  .Annual  Fund  and 
planned  giving. 

To  help  attain  the  increase  in  annual 
gi\ing,  the  college  has  already  established  the 
William  G.  Neville  Society  for  recognition  of 
current  unrestricted  gifts  of  SI, 000  or  more.  .*\lso, 
a  new  position  -  Director  of  the  Scotsman  Club 
—  was  created  as  of  July  1, 1993,  and  has 
already  resulted  in  higher  fund-raising  totals  for 
athletic  gift  support. 

"Going  from  $1  million  to  $1.4  million  by 
1997  is  a  very  ambitious  rate  of  growth,"  Brown 
says,  "and  the  key  will  be  increases  in 
unrestricted  gifts  and  the  Scotsman  Club.  We 
also  want  to  build  alumni  participation  from  the 
present  level  of  42  percent  to  at  least  30  percent. 
In  fact,  the  Alumni  Association  has  set  an  even 
more  striking  goal  of  60  percent  by  the  year 
2000." 

A  significant  step  has  already  been  taken  in 
the  area  of  planned  giving  as  well,  with  the 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  last  month  of 
creatine  a  new  tax-deductible  entit\',  the

Presbyterian  College  Foundation.  Brown 
explains  that  an  independent  foundation  whose 
board  of  directors  interiocks  with  the  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees  can  provide  great  benefit  to 
the  college. 

"It  does  two  things,"  he  says.  "First,  it 
focuses  on  the  issue  of  planned  giving  and  seLs 
up  a  volunteer-dri\'en  program  in  this  important 
area  of  philanthropy.  Presbyterian  College  has 
been  invohed  to  a  limited  degree  in  planned 
giving,  enough  to  see  the  extraordinary 
advantages  for  both  the  college  and  the  donor. 
In  our  experience,  alumni  and  friends  who  have 
done  estate  planning  and  included  the  college  in 
their  plans  through  a  planned  giving  tool,  like  a 
trust,  an  annuity .  or  our  pooled  income  fund, 
have  been  delighted  with  the  outcome,  in  fact, 
most  feel  that  they  have  benefited  at  least  as 
much  as  the  college,  through  guaranteed 
income  and  tax  benefits.  The  foundation  will 
promote  the  advantages  of  planned  giving  for 
both  the  college  and  the  donor,"  Brown  says. 

"Second,  the  new  Presbyterian  College 
Foundation  includes  an  important  safety  feamre 
by  protecting  the  college's  assets.  Right  now  we 
have  to  be  ngid  about  the  kinds  of  gifts  we  can 
accept  and  the  way  planned  gifts  are  structured. 
The  new  foundation  will  provide  an  insulation 
between  gift  agreements  and  the  college's 
assets  such  as  endowment,  land,  and  buildings. 
A  good  example  is  a  gift  of  real  estate.  When 
we  now  accept  a  gift  of  land,  the  college's 
entire  asset  base  is  exposed  to  any  potential 
liability;  for  instance,  if  toxic  waste  is 
discovered  on  that  property  in  the  future.  The 
foundation  isolates  the  liability: 

"1  believe  that  we  will  all  look  hack  on 
the  establishment  of  the  Presby  tenan  College 
Foundation  as  one  of  the  key  accomplishments 
of  '90s.  This  is  an  enormous  step  in  building 
this  college's  financial  strength."

SERVICE  LEARNING 


Over  the  next  fire  years  rcfnwimw;  should  be 
made  in  existing  programs ...  The  Snulciii  Volunteer 
Services  and  other  senice  programs  need  lo  be 
adequately  supported. 

The  academic  program  at  Presbyterian  College 
continues  in  e\iilve  and  expand  each  year  as  new 
visions  and  nc\i  opportunities  come  to  the  fore. 

The  long-raiiije  plan  suggests  that  elements  be 
added  in  the  education  department,  in  philosophy,  in 
interdisciplinary  studies,  and  in  student-faculty 
research. 

Also  mentioned  is  the  idea  that  community 
service  be  incorporated  into  the  curriculum.  It  is  a 
concept  known  as  "service  learning,"  and  it  already 
exists  in  certain  disciplines  such  as  sociology. 
psNcliology,  and  religion.  One  significant  example  is 
the  spnng  break  trip  to  Honduras  that  is  part  of  a 
semester-long  course  taught  each  year  b\  PC's 
chaplain.  Dr.  Greg  Henley  and  Dr.  Charles 
McKelvey,  associate  professor  of  sociology. 

But  as  a  result  of  a  $22,000  grant  approved  in 
March  by  the  CouncJ  for  Independent  Colleges 
(CIC),  more  service  learning  opportunities  will  be 
instituted  throughout  the  PC  academic  program. 

"What  ue  want  our  students  to  do."  says  Dr. 
William  Moncrief,  senior  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty ,  "is  somehow 
understand  that  whatever  they  do  with  their  lives, 
there  are  opportunities  for  service  within  as  well  as 
outside  of  their  vocations." 

The  proposal  calls  for  a  program  that  "will 
integrate  traditional  classroom  learning  with  service 
for  the  purpose  of  reinforcing  values,  shaping 
character,  and  expressing  our  Christian  heritage." 

For  Henley,  the  invitation  by  CIC  to  submit  a 
proposal  for  service  learning  sparked  some  new  ideas 
for  a  campus  that  lives  up  to  its  motto  of  "While  we 
live,  we  serve." 

"The  concept  of  service  learning  rang  a  bell 
with  how  the  Honduras  project  evolved,"  he  savs.  "It 
began  as  a  mission  project,  but  we  saw  the  need  for 
integrating  some  academic  reflection,  so  we  built  in 
the  academic  component.  We  found  it  brought  a 


meaningful  and  exciting  aspect  for  the  students. 

"Part  of  the  CIC  proposal  was  to  focus  on 
what  is  already  being  done  and  find  new  areas 
where  it  could  apply  to  more  academic  disciplines. 
Just  the  Honduras  trip,  for  instance,  goes  far 
beyond  religion  and  sociology  in  what  is  possible 
to  explore  there.  For  instance,  history  -  being  in 
the  countrv  lends  itself  to  a  deeper  understanding 
as  to  why  the  country  is  this  way,  how  it  got  to 
this  point.  Environmental  questions  come  from 
looking  at  the  landscape.  You  can  examine 
political  issues,  economic  issues,  women's  issues, 
cultural  issues,  not  to  mention  Spanish  and 
literature.  All  these  could  be  integrated  into  the 
existing  Honduras  project." 

And  what  of  the  existing  Student  Volunteer 
Services,  in  which  PC  students  participate  in  30 
different  programs,  ranging  from  Big  Brother/Big 
Sister  and  Adopt-a-Grandparent  to  Special 
Olvmpics  and  Habitat  for  Humanity' 

Moncrief  says  that  much  thought  has  been 
given  to  how  this  new  academic  component  will 
complement  SVS. 

"It  might  be  a  model  in  that  the  two  can 
support  each  other.  Certainly  it  is  not  our  intention 
for  one  to  supplant  the  other."  he  savs. 

^^hat  we  are  hoping  is 

that  we'll  see  more 

students  volunteer  as  a  result 

of  this  integration  into  the 

curriculum.'^ 

Henley  agrees. 

"To  experience  the  value  of  service 
learning,  I  don't  think  we  have  to  go  to  Honduras 
or  across  the  reean  somewhere."  he  says.  "The 
possibilities  are  available  here  in  the  county  with 
the  Student  Volunteer  Senices  program  already  in 
place,  or  even  nght  on  campus."

Continue  to  recruit  students  who  will  benefit  from  as  well  as  enhance  the  PC  experience  ...  Keep  PC 
afiordable  by  expanding  the  availability  of  financial  aidfiinds. 


:sbyterian  College  faced  an  admissions  paradox  when  the  "BuCding  from  Strength"  long-range  plan 
waiFfflto  motion  in  1986.  The  plan  called  for  a  substantial  increase  in  student  enrollment,  but  at  the  same  time 
11  i.ited  a  desire  to  lift  the  academic  qualit\  of  entering  freshmen. 

Margaret  Williamson,  vice  president  for  enrollment  and  dean  of  admissions,  remembers  the  demands  of 
that  two-fold  assignment. 

"That  was  particularly  challenging  considering  the  demographics  colleges  were  facing  at  the  time."  she 
says.  "There  was  a  big  dip  in  the  number  of  students  coming  out  of  high  schools,  so  we  had  to  work  extremely 
hard  in  identifying  those  college-bound  smdents.  attracting  them  to  PC.  and  offering  the  level  of  financial  aid 
to  make  PC  a  viable  option  for  them." 

Those  efforts  paid  off.  Enrollment  rose  from  around  9.'i0  to  its  present  le\'el  of  1 .163.  Meanwhile,  the 
average  Scholastic  .Aptitude  Test  (S.AT)  scores  for  incoming  freshmen  classes  increased  nearly  100  points. 

Now  in  the  new  long-range  plan,  the  college  seeks  to  hold  steady  on  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
incoming  students  through  the  next  four  years.  Ever-changing  demographics  will  continue  to  make  that  goal  a 
challenge  to  attain.  One  strategy  already  under  way  is  to  broaden  the  admissions  recruitment  efforts  into  new 
cities  within  PC's  traditional  Southeast  region  states  and  even  to  some  points  beyond. 

But  the  real  task  facing  Williamson  and  her  colleagues  at  PC  will  be  to  keep  the  cost  of  higher  education 
within  reach  for  a  majority  of  families. 

"Trying  to  keep  college  affordable  is  a  problem  facing  institutions  all  across  the  country."  Williamson 
said.  "As  federal  and  state  funding  fails  to  keep  up  with  the  increased  demands  placed  on  colleges  to  provide 
programs,  services,  and  qualified  faculty .  families  are  finding  more  of  the  burden  shifted  to  tuition  and  other 
costs.  At  PC.  we  want  to  continue  to  keep  our  cost  increases  as  low  as  possible,  and  we'll  continue  to  pro\  ide 
adequate  financial  aid." 

And  that  means  more  contnbutions  from  alumni  and  fnends. 

"We'll  be  relying  more  on  donors  to  provide  scholarship  funds,  especially  in  the  area  of  need-based 
grants."  Williamson  says.  "More  financial  aid  from  college  sources  will  be  necessary  for  students  to  take 
advantage  of  a  Presbyterian  College  education." 

The  concem.  of  course,  is  that  small  private  colleges  will  become  "elitist"  institutions  that  only  high- 
income  families  can  afford.  But  even  before  the  "Refining.  Enhancing.  Extending"  plan  was  approved  last 
November.  PC's  financial  aid  program  was  doing  whatever  possible  to  avoid  that  stigma. 

A  profile  of  PC's  financial  aid  roster  illustrates  that  point. 

Of  the  1.16.^  students  enrolled  this  academic  year.  61 1  qualified  for  need-based  financial  aid.  Slightly 
more  than  half  -  319  -  come  from  families  whose  adjusted  gross  income  is  S4.\000  or  more  annually.  The 
balance  falls  into  lower  income  categories,  including  11  students  below  $8,900  and  another  108  between 
S9.000  and  S26.999. 

So  PC  remains  an  affordable  alternative,  when  all  the  financial  assistance  options  are  factored  into  the 
equation.  Williamson  says,  however,  that  more  aid  needs  lo  come  in  the  form  of  grants  and  scholarships  and 
less  from  student  loans. 

"We're  being  particularly  sensitive  to  loan  indebtedness  of  current  and  funire  students."  she  says. 
"When  they  graduate  with  overwhelming  levels  of  debt,  they  won't  be  able  to  contribute  to  their  communities 
for  a  long  time.  Our  goal  is  to  raise  additional  funds  for  need-ba.sed  scholarships  and  provide  more  scholarship 
funds  for  outstanding  returning  students  who  have  distinguished  themselves  while  here  at  PC. 

"One  of  the  main  reasons  for  PC  being  the  kind  of  school  it  is."  Williamson  says,  "is  the  type  of 
students  who  enroll  here.  We  need  to  do  whatever  we  can  through  our  admissions  and  financial  aid  to  ensure 
that  those  kinds  of  students  will  continue  to  have  a  chance  to  eet  a  Presbvlerian  Colleae  education." 
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Our  New  Computer  Network 


''What  we're  doing  is 

providing  the  ability  to 

connect  computers  in  any 

of  our  main  academic  and 

administrative  buildings  to 

a  campus  network,  and 

connecting  that  campus 

network  to  the  rest  of  the 

world.'' 


The  first  phase  of  a  campus-wide 
computer  network  should  be  installed  ...A 
new  administrative  computer  needs  to  be 
purchased  ...  New  technology,  especially 
CD-ROM  senices  and  the  on-line  card 
catalog,  need  to  receive  continuing  support  in 
the  librarv. 


Perhaps  no  single  factor  has  had  a 
greater  impact  on  the  small  college  campus 
-  and  higher  education,  in  general  -  than 
technology. 

With  a  simple  series  of  computer 
keystrokes,  a  student  can  check  the 
reference  list  from  the  Library  of  Congress, 
a  professor  can  conduct  research  with 
another  scholar  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
globe,  or  an  administrator  can  share 
information  with  a  whole  galaxy  of 
professional  colleagues. 

The  long-range  plan  gives  high 
pnority  to  such  technology  at  Presbyterian 
College. 

"We  wanted  to  connect  computers  on 
this  campus  with  one  another  and  with  other 
sources  of  information  -  the  Library  of 
Congress,  researchers  at  other  institutions, 
that  sort  of  thing."  says  Morris  Galloway, 
dean  of  administrative  services,  when 
discussing  the  long-range  plan.  "The  amount 
of  scholarly  information  that  is  available  in 
electronic  form  has  been  growing 
exponentially.  In  some  disciplines,  people 
read  the  journal  articles  in  electronic  form 
and  they  aren't  even  published  for  another 
month  or  two.  That's  becoming  the  norm  in 
some  branches  of  physics,  for  instance. 

E\'en  as  the  long-range  planning 
process  was  taking  place.  PC  had  begun  its 
move  toward  a  comprehensive  computer 
network.  The  library  has  been  moving 
toward  a  computerized  card  catalog  system 
for  nearly  two  years  now  and  should  be 
ready  to  go  on-line  this  fall.  Meanwhile. 


Galloway  has  been  in  charge  of  the  selection 
and  installation  of  a  new  administrative 
computer.  Already  the  payroll  is  on-line  with 
the  new  system,  while  other  functions  such  as 
admissions  and  financial  aid.  smdent  records, 
donor  files,  and  alumni  information  will  be 
phased  in  o\er  the  next .%  months. 

The  college's  focus  now  is  on  support 
-  mechanical  and  instructional  -  of  this 
new  system  and  what  continued  enhance- 
ments are  down  the  road  on  the  "information 
superhighway." 

"We've  got  wide-area  networking  up 
and  running,  including  e-mail."  Galloway 
says.  "But  the  next  step  would  be  improving 
local  area  networking.  With  a  local  area 
network,  people  could  access  a  CD-ROM 
document,  say.  in  the  library,  as  if  it's  right 
on  their  Macintosh  or  PC  computer.  That's 
going  to  be  the  next  step  forward.  We've  put 
in  correct  wiring  to  handle  that,  but  what  we 
have  to  add  is  the  proper  electronics  in 
individual  computers  and  put  some  file 
servers  here  and  there." 

.Another  step  is  to  extend  the  network 
to  the  residence  halls.  For  the  time  being, 
students  at  Presbyterian  College  can  gain 
access  to  the  network  by  either  using  a 
telephone  modem  on  a  personal  computer  or 
going  to  one  of  the  campus  computer  labs. 

But  that.  too.  will  change  in  time.  After 
all.  access  to  such  technology  is  quickly 
becoming  the  rule  instead  of  the  exception. 

"It's  a  necessity  for  faculty  recruiting, 
and  it's  going  to  become  a  necessity  for 
recruiting  students,  because  a  lot  of  high 
schools  have  these  tools,"  Galloway  says. 
"My  prediction  is  that  just  as  an  institution's 
quality  is  now  judged  in  part  by  the  quality  of 
its  library,  it  will  eventually  be  judged  in  part 
by  the  quality  of  the  access  of  its  electronic 
resources  -  whether  that's  by  CD-ROM  or 
over  the  Internet  or  however.  It  may  be 
somethins  that  we  haven't  even  seen  vet."

Maintain  a 
Quality  Facility 


We  need  to  evaluate  facidty  compensation 
and  loads  to  increase  our  competitive  position 
in  recruiting  new  faculty-  and  provide  better 
incentives  for  current  members  ofthefaadtv. 

PC  is  no  stranger  to  faculty  recruitment. 
During  the  past  10  years,  the  faculty  has 
increased  in  numbers  from  55  to  75.  It  was  yet 
another  indication  of  how  the  college  grew  and 
prospered  during  the  1980s. 

Now  as  Presbyterian  College  moves 
toward  a  new  centur\'.  the  faculty  finds  itself 
facing  numerous  retirements. 

When  four  members  of  the  faculty 
complete  their  last  semester  here  in  May.  PC 
will  have  had  eight  faculty  retirements  in  the 
past  three  years.  That  trend  will  continue  with 
perhaps  as  many  as  20  individuals  concluding 
their  college  teaching  careere  by  1997. 

That  leaves  PC  with  a  dilemma,  according 
to  Dr.  William  Moncnef.  senior  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty. 
How  does  an  institution  praised  for  extraordi- 
nary teaching  excellence  maintain  that  tradition? 

'"When  you're  recruiting  to  add  faculty 
positions,  you  have  what  we  might  call  'the  old 
guard'  here  to  assist  them,"  Moncrief  says.  "But 
when  you  have  retirements  you  face  a  different 
situation.

"In  one  department,  for  instance,  we  ha\e 
three  faculty  members,  all  of  whom  may  be 
retiring  within  a  few  years  of  each  other.  There 
are  other  departments  that  w  ill  be  equally 
decimated  h\  retirement.  Think  about  that  for  a 
moment.  That  means  that  not  only  are  those  new 
people  going  to  have  tit  in  at  PC.  but  they  will 
very  quickl)  be  running  programs  as  department 
chairs  and  taking  other  leadership  roles.  It's  a 
different  kind  of  challenge." 

To  make  PC  more  attractive  to  prospective 
professors,  the  long-range  plan  calls  for 
continued  increases  in  salaries,  constant 
upgrading  of  instructional  equipment  and 
technology,  and  evaluation  of  various  policies 
involving  teaching  loads,  department  chairper- 
sons, and  endowed  faculty  chairs. 

A  significant  incentive  for  young  teaching 
prospects  remains  the  Carol  Gromes  Belk 
Fellowship,  which  can  assist  PC  instructors  in 
their  doctoral  studies.  Four  current  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  have  earned 
their  doctorates  as  Belk  Fellows,  and  three  others 
are  pursuing  their  Ph.D.  degrees. 

"That  continues  to  be  a  valuable  program 
for  us  in  recruiting  )oung  faculty  members," 
Moncnef  says.  "The  Belk  Fellowship  is  a  big 
plus  that  makes  PC  far  more  attractive." 

But  even  with  competitive  salaries,  state- 
of-the-art  academic  facilities,  cutting-edge 
technology,  and  generous  facultv  development 
hinding,  the  task  of  recruiting  new  faces  to 
Presb\tenan  College's  facultv  poses  challenges. 

"Perhaps  the  biggest  challenge."  .Moncnef 
says,  "is  finding  people  who  will  keep  PC  the 
kind  of  place  it  is.  We  want  to  find  able,  good 
people  who  care  about  students  and  the  mission 
of  this  institution.  That  is  no  easy  assignment, 
but  with  the  eight  retirements  we've  had  in  the 
last  three  yeare,  we've  been  able  to  attract 
especially  good  applicants. 

"Our  goal  is  to  continue  that  pattern." 


Couture  steps  down  as  volleyball  coach 
to  focus  on  basketball  and  other  duties

One  of  the  most  remarkable  coaching 
stints  in  small  college  athletics  ended  in  March 
when  Beth  Couture  announced  her  resigna- 
tion as  head  volleyball  coach  at  Presbyterian 
College. 

Couture,  who 
will  continue  to  serve 
as  PC "  s  head  women "  s 
basketball  coach,  re- 
linquished her  volley- 
ball chores  in  order  to 
focus  her  attention  on 
otherduties  within  the 
athletic  department, 
according  to  Blue 
Hose  Athletic  Direc- 
tor Cally  Gault. 

A  search  for  Couture"s  successor  as  the 
Blue  Hose  volleyball  coach  is  under  wa) . 

In  seven  years.  Couture  compiled  an  over- 
all record  of  233-50  (.823)  including  a  record 
of  26-2  (.929)  against  South  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence competition.  She  earned  postseason 
coaching  honors  in  each  of  her  seasons,  in- 
cluding a  three-time  South  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence Vollevball  Coach  of  the  Year  selection

and  a  five-time  NAIA  District  Coach  of  the 
Year. 

In  March  of  this  year.  Couture  became 
the  first  coach  in  South  Atlantic  Conference 
history  to  earn  league  coach  of  the  year  acco- 
lades in  two  different  sports  when  she  was 
named  the  conference's  Coach  of  the  Year  for 
women's  basketball. 

A  1 984  graduate  of  Erskine  College  where 
she  was  named  to  the  Kodak  All-America 
basketball  team.  Couture  guided  the  Blue 
Hose  volleyball  team  to  two  40-win  seasons 
and  three  30-win  seasons  while  making  three 
post-season  national  tournament  appearances. 

Couture  directed  PC's  1993-94  women's 
basketball  team  to  a  school-record  22  wins 
and  the  program's  first-everberth  in  the  NCAA 
Division  II  tournament.  Her  career  record  for 
basketball  stands  at  87-33  (.621 )  in  five  sea- 
sons at  the  helm  of  the  Blue  Hose  women's 
basketball  program,  making  her  PC's  all-time 
winningest  coach  in  both  women's  basketball 
and  volleyball. 

"Certainly,  this  was  not  an  easy  decision 
to  make,"  the  Greenville.  S.C..  native  said. 
"The  volleyball  program  at  PC  has  been  a  part 


Biology  photo  earns  honor 
in  worldwide  Polaroid  event 

Presbyterian  College  biology  instructor  Jim  Wetzel 
claimed  first-place  honors  in  the  1993  Polaroid  Instant 
Photomicrography  Competition,  which  was  open  to 
researchers  around  the  world. 

Wetzel's  winning  entry,  a  micrograph  of  a  dwarf 
seahorse  embryo,  was  taken  on  the  scanning  electron 
microscojie  donated  to  Presbyterian  College  in  1992  by 
the  JEOL  Company.  Wetzel,  who  was  instrumental  in 
bringing  the  microscope — which  can  enlarge  images  up 
to  160,(100  times  their  normal  size  —  to  campus,  has 

used  it  to  produce  micrographs  and  findings  that  have  been  featured  at  the  American 
Zoological  Society's  national  meeting.  Instant  micrographs  are  taken  of  subjects  being 
scanned  via  a  camera  attached  to  the  microscope. 

For  his  winning  entry.  Wetzel  received  a  cash  prize  of  $  1 .0(30  and  a  certificate  from 
Polaroid. 

A  full-time  member  of  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  since  1990,  Wetzel  is 
currently  a  doctoral  candidate  at  Clemson  University.  His  doctoral  work  has  included  the 
study  of  the  developmental  biology  of  seahorses  and  pipefishes,  two  species  which  are 
unique  because  the  male  canies  the  embryos  in  a  pouch  in  its  abdomen  and  gives  birth  to 
the  young.  Wetzel's  research  has  been  investigating  the  metabolic  relationship  between 
the  father  and  the  embryos  and  how  the  males  regulate  conditions  in  the  pouch. 


of  my  life  for  seven  years,  and  I'm  sure  I  will 
miss  many  a.spects  of  the  program,  especially 
the  interaction  with  my  players.  I  am  thankful 
to  Presbyterian  College  and  Coach  Gault  for 
giving  me  the  opportunity  to  coach  volleyball 
at  the  college  level." 

In  1 987.  Couture 's  first  season.  PC  posted 
a  40-5  overall  record  and  was  ranked  20th  in 
the  final  NAIA  poll.  Following  a  27-10 
season  in  1988.  the  Blue  Hose  finished  30-8  in 
1989  while  becoming  the  first  team  ever  in 
NAIA  District  6  to  post  a  perfect  1 2-0  record 
against  district  competition. 

In  1991 .  Couture 's  squad  won  a  school- 
record  42  matches,  claimed  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference  regular  season  and  tournament 
crowns,  appeared  in  the  NAIA  National  Tour- 
nament, and  finished  the  season  ranked  18th 
in  the  countrv'.  She  then  led  the  1992  team  to 
a  33-7  season  which  included  the  South  Atlan- 
tic Conference  tournament  championship. 

This  past  season.  PC  compiled  a  33-8 
record,  won  its  third  consecutive  South  Atlan- 
tic Conference  tournament,  and  became  the 
first  athletic  team  in  school  histor)'  to  advance 
to  the  NCAA  Division  II  national  tournament.

ing  the  toxicity  level  of 
freshwater  rivers. 

Hudson  uses  juvenile 
mussels  in  his  research,  while  the  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency  relies  on 
Ccrlodaplinia  duhia.  a  crustacean. 

"In  this  paper,  the  mussels  proved  to  be 
more  .sensitive,"  Hudson  said.  "They  are 
definitely  more  sensitive  to  heavy  metals,  and 
they  are  in  the  silt  so  they  filter  those  materials, 
as  well.  The  mussels  are.  we  think,  the  better 
indicator." 

Hudson,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
PC  faculty  since  1975,  has  maintained  his 
interest  in  the  research  since  he  began  it  in 
1980.  In  1988,  he  assisted  in  the  development 
of  the  aquatic  toxicity  lab  for  Tennessee  Val- 
ley Authority  in  Decatur,  Ala.,  and  then  used 
his  knowledge  to  develop  an  aquatic  toxicity 
laboratory  at  Presbyterian  College.

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Women's  basketball  team 
makes  history  for  1993-94 

Under  the  direction  of  fifth-year  head 
coach  Beth  Couture,  the  Presbyterian  College 
women's  basketball  team  enjoyed  its  finest 
season  ever,  establishing  a  school  record  with 
22  victories  and  making  its  first  appearance  in 
the  program's  15-season  history  in  the  na- 
tional poll  on  Jan.  4  when  PC  was  ranked  20th 
in  all  of  NCAA  Division  II. 

The  Blue  Hose  opened  the  season  with 
six  straight  wins,  highlighted  by  their  champi- 
onship of  the  Little  Four  Tournament  which 
included  wins  over  Wofford  and  Newberry. 
Freshman  guard  Karen  Neeley  was  tabbed 
Most  Valuable  Player  of  the  tournament  after 
setting  an  NCAA  Division  II  single-game 
record  with  14  steals  versus  Newberry  in  the 
title  game. 

The  Blue  Hose  then  travelled  west  to 
pailicipate  in  the  Suif  "N  Slam  Classic  in  San 
Diego,  Calif.  Following  an  opening-day  loss 
to  University  of  Alaska-Anchorage,  PC 
bounced  back  to  take  second  place  in  the  four- 
team  event  by  defeating  Northeast  Missouri 
State  and  University  of  Wisconsin-Stevens 
Point.  Senior  forward  Jennifer  Hilliard  and 
junior  guard  Kaye  Watts  earned  all-touma- 
ment  accolades. 

While  in  California.  Hilliaid,  a  two-time 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Player  of  the  Week 
selection  this  season,  eclipsed  the  1 ,000-point 
barrier  for  her  career.  Mehinie  Johnson  joined 


Increase  in  female  enrollment  requires  housing  change 


The  continued  growth  of  Presbyterian 
College's  female  enrollment  will  lead  to  a 
change  in  housing  anangements  beginning 
with  the  1994-95  academic  year. 

Because  of  the  need  on  campus  for 
increased  housing  for  women,  Smyth  Hall 
and  Laurens  Hall  will  house  female  stu- 
dents and  BaiTon  Hall  will  house  male 
students  beginning  this  fall.  The  switch 
will  provide  40  extra  beds  for  female  stu- 
dents. 

"Tlie  college  must  adapt  available  hous- 
ing tocunent  demands.  One  of  the  positive 
aspects  of  this  move  is  that  we  hope  to  keep 
resident  students  from  living  in  the  infir- 
mary rooms  next  year,"  said  Andy  Altizer. 
director  of  residence  life.  "CuiTcnt  trends 
in  higher  education  are  showing  that  the 
1990s  will  be  like  a  roller  coaster  as  it 
relates  to  high  school  graduates.  We  are 
finding  that  there  are  fewer  high  school 
graduates  out  there  and  fewer  males  are 
attending  college.  I  think  it  says  a  lot  for 
Presbyterian  Col  lege  that  although  the  pool 
of  students  is  smaller,  we  are  getting  more 
students  attending  PC.  More  of  those  stu- 
dents just  happen  to  be  women." 

Presbyterian  College's  enrollment  has 
mirrored  the  national  trend  in  recent  years. 
The  1993-94  academic  year  marks  the  first 
time  in  the  college's  history  that  female 
freshmen  have  outnumbered  male  fresh- 


men. Those  figures,  according  to  Altizer, 
make  it  necessary  for  the  college  to  provide 
adequate  housing  for  female  students.  He 
added  that  the  switch  of  Barron  Hall  and 
Smyth  and  Laurens  Halls  was  a  necessity. 

"I  realize  that  students  take  great  pride 
in  where  they  live  and  the  administration 
wants  that  to  continue,"  Altizer  said.  "The 
bottom  line  is  that  the  move  provides  the 
most  comfortable  housing  for  both  men 
and  women  on  campus.  Change  is  never 
easy  to  accept,  but  it  is  sometimes  made 
necessary  by  growth." 

Change  is  not  limited  to  switching 
residence  halls,  according  to  the  college's 
Board  of  Trustees.  At  its  recent  meeting, 
the  board  unanimously  agreed  to  study  the 
construction  of  additional  living  quarters 
on  campus  to  further  keep  pace  with  the 
college's  growth. 

"Tlie  college  administration  is  mov- 
ing ahead  with  plans  to  build  a  new  resi- 
dence hall  in  the  future,"  PC  President  Ken 
On'  said.  "We  expect  to  present  these  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  November  of  this 
year." 

Also,  due  to  students'  requests,  Ban'on 
Hall  and  Smyth  Hall  will  be  "smoke  free" 
beginning  with  the  new  academic  year. 
The  students'  response  followed  the  popu- 
lar decision  to  make  Neville  Hall  a  "smoke 
free"  facility  beginning  this  .semester.

Knight  Program's  visiting  professor 
focuses  on  issues  of  business  ethics

When  Dr.  Noreen  Domenburg  discusses  business  ethics  in  the 
199()s,  she  talks  about  ■"moral  imagination."  and  she  equates  it  with 
bottom-line  success. 

"Organizations  have  assumptions  under  which  they  operate, 
standards  for  their  perfomiance."  she  explains.  "The  term  'moral 
imagination"  means  seeing  the  overall  impact  of  what  you  are  doing, 
and  the  companies  with  "moral  imagination"  do  better  in  terms  of 
growth,  meeting  their  markets,  and  responding  to  the  consumer.  There 
are  exceptions,  but  on  balance  there  is  a  relationship  between  a 
company's  "moral  imagination'  and  its  success." 

Yes,  she  says,  there  is  a  place  for  morality  in  the  modem  world  of 
big  business  and  high  finance. 

And  that  is  one  of  the  points  she  has  tried  to  make  during  her 
semester-long  stay  at  Presbyterian  College  as  the  visiting  professor  for 
the  Knight  Program's  examination  of  ""Business  and  Ethics," 

All  the  students  in  her  class  are  economics  and  business  admin- 
istration majors,  and  she  has  been  impressed  with  what  she's  seen, 
heard,  and  read, 

"'The  students  are  really  bright,"  she  says.  ""I  am  surprised  by  how 
much  they  know  and  how  sophisticated  they  are.  I  have  some  really 
sharp  people  in  the.se  classes." 

She  challenges  them  to  take  a  stand  and  state  their  case,  and  she 
goes  to  great  lengths  to  assess  their  arguments  —  both  good  and  bad. 
Often,  in  fact,  the  strengths  of  a  paper  get  more  attention  than  the 
weaknesses. 

"I  made  a  private  vow  when  I  began  teaching  that  I'm  going  to  let 
them  know  when  they've  really  got  it  right  just  as  when  they've  really 
got  it  wrong."  .she  said.  ""I  think  that's  important.  The  mistakes  tend 
to  jump  out  at  us.  so  we  react  to  those,  but  we  need  to  point  out  the 
strong  elements  of  an  assignment  as  well." 

But  as  impressed  as  Domenburg  is  with  the  PC  students"  insights, 
she  is  more  impressed  by  the  commitment  of  business  administration 
faculty  to  the  issue  of  ethics. 


"Presbyterian  College

ence," she  says.  ""Everyone

But  a  quick  read  of  the 
daily  headlines  would  indicate  that  more  college  students  need  to 
examine  these  issues.  From  the  Nestle's  boycott  and  the  Exxon 
Valdez  incident  to  Michael  Milken  and  Charles  Keating,  the  past 
decade  has  been  riddled  with  stories  of  swindle  and  scandal. 

As  a  result,  Domenburg  says,  the  average  college  student  of 
the  '90s  has  come  to  believe  that  business  is  inherently  unethical. 
Even  those  students  who  have  chosen  it  as  a  major  have  difficulty 
recognizing  where  values  and  morality  can  fit  in  to  the  corporate 
boardroom. 

"Most  young  people  are  relativists."  she  says,  "and  they 
believe  that  different  cultures  have  different  rules.  So  they  believe 
that  there  really  is  no  way  that  businesses  Ciin  operate  other  than  by 
bending  the  rules.  They  don't  see  where  personal  values  and  the 
real  worid  cross.  They're  thinking  that  maybe  these  don't  link," 

But  during  this  spring  semester,  she  has  attempted  to  prove 
otherwise. 

Is  it  healthy  compromise  or  selling  out?  Only  that  person  can 
detemtine  if  he  or  she  has  sacrificed  {lersonal  principles,  Domenburg 
says. 

"With  teamwork,  you  have  to  reach  a  course  of  direction  that 
all  find  acceptable,"  she  says.  "But  if  an  individual  does  not  agree 
with  that  ultimate  decision,  there  comes  a  point  where  he  or  she  has 
to  decide  whether  to  continue  or  leave,  whether  to  fight  it  or  leave. 

"Personal  standards  do  apply ...  The  important  thing  is  that  we 
realize  that  if  I  don't  ever  say  "I  can't  go  along  with  this,'  then  I  am 
jeopardizing  what  I  stand  for,  what  I  am  teaching  my  children,  what 
I  believe  is  right  and  ethical." 


Year-long  stay  at  PC  brings  new  discoveries,  insights  for  professor  from  India 


Rita  Cherian  did  not  know  exactly 
what  would  be  awaiting  her  when  she 
arrived  in  Clinton  last  fall  as  a  visiting 
professor. 

But  as  she  prepares  to  retum  to  her 
home  in  Madras,  India,  she  certainly  know  s 
what  she  is  leaving.

Cherian,  who  has  taught 
English  at  Women 's  Chris- 
tian College  in  Madras  for

tion  that  you  have  here.  That  ends  at  our 
1  Oth-grade  level.  After  that,  you  specialize 
in  yourcho.sen  field.  In  India,  every  college 
major  must  be  job-oriented." 

Among  the  new  ideas  that  came  from 
her  year  abroad  is  the  interest  in  a  media 
studies  graduate  program  and  courses  in 
the  area  of  women's  studies  —  two  areas 
that  interested  her  while  at  PC. 

""I  have  enjoyed  my  year  here."  she 
says.  ""PC  is  a  beautiful  place  that  has 
taught  me  a  great  many  things." 
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The  Legacy  of 
a  Legend 


Coach  Cally  Gault  retires  from 
his  alma  mater  effective  June  30, 
but  he'll  continue  to  embody 
that  old-fashioned  'PC  Spirit'

It  isn't  difficult  to  find  the  right  term  to  describe 
Cally  Gault — old-fashioiialWxW  do  just  tine,  thank 
you. 
But  while  some  may  immediately  associate 
negative  images  with  that  temi,  Gault  embodies  all 
that  is  good  about  old-fashioned  images  in  a  world 
that  can  rarely  keep  pace  with  its  own  growing  pains. 
They  are  images  that  remind  us  of  a  simpler  time  when 
athletes  performed  for  the  thrill  of  competition  and  the  glory  of 
the  team.  They  are  images  of  coaches  and  athletes  sharing  a  few 
moments  discussing  the  mysteries  of  life.  They  are  images  of 
an  athletic  director  greeting  guests  with  a  fimi  handshake  or  a 
solid  pat  on  the  shoulder. 


In  an  age  when  millionaire  teenagers  grace  the  covers  of 
Sports  Illustrated,  when  coaches  struggle  to  remember  the 
names  of  their  third-string  fullback,  and  when  athletic  directors 
rarely  emerge  from  luxury  skyboxes  at  football  games,  Cally 
Gault  is  indeed  old-fashioned  —  a  breath  of  fresh  air. 

And  he  is  a  treasured  friend  to  those  who  have  followed  Blue 
Hose  athletics  for  the  past  three  decades. 

"I  think  Cally  Gault  is  as  much  a  part  of  PC  as  PC  is  a 
college,"  said  Sandy  Cruickshanks,  a  Clinton  attomey  and 
broadcaster  who  played  football  for  Gault  in  the  late  1 960s  and 
now  serves  as  the  "Voice  of  the  Blue  Hose"  on  radio. 

"He  is  so  much  a  part  of  Presbyterian  College  that  you  cannot 
separate  the  two." 


^illy  Gault  is  not  certain  what  he  will  do 
the  morning  of  July  1,  1994.  He  may  pull  the 
covers  over  his  head  and  claim  a  few  extra 
hours  of  well-earned  sleep.  He  may  work  his 
way  out  to  the  garden  and  spend  a  few  hours 
toiling  in  the  soil.  Or.  sunrise  may 
find  him  on  a  lake  —  fishing  pole 
in  hand  —  as  he  lures  a  prized 
monster  of  the  deep  to  the  surface. 

What  is  certain  is  that  Gault 
will  not  enter  the  Ross  E. 
Templeton  Physical  Education 
Center.  He  will  not  pass  the  tro- 
phy cases  which  draw  awe-struck  youngsters 
during  basketball  games  with  memories  of 
Blue  Hose  athletics  —  souvenirs  for  which 
Gault  has  three  or  four  stories  apiece.  He  will 
not  enteran  office  filled  with  photos  of  fomier 
athletes  and  plaques  too  numerous  to  count. 

On  July   1,  1994,  the  first  day  of  his 
retirement  after  3 1  years  as  athletic  director  at 
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Presbyterian  College,  Gault  only  knows  that 
he  will  do  whatever  it  is  a  retired  person  is 
supposed  to  do. 

"I'm  looking  forward  to  being  able  to  do 
something  different.  I've  never  counted  days

or  even  thought  about  the  time  involved.  My 
idea  was  to  work  until  the  last  day  and  then,  by 
golly,  let  someone  else  come  in  and  take 
over."  Gault  said.  "I  could  probably  stay  on 
for  several  more  years  if  Dr.  Oit  and  the 
administration  would  have  me.  but  I've  given 
all  1  had  for  PC  I  have  taken  responsibility  for 
everything  that  has  happened  in  Presbyterian 


College  athletics  for  31  years  and  I've  been 
working  since  I  was  20  years  old. 

"I  just  want  to  see  if  there  is  something 
else  I  can  do  down  the  line.  I'll  be  able  to  go 
fishing  in  the  fall  at  the  beach  for  the  first  time 
in  my  life,  and  I'll  have  more  time 
to  go  dove  hunting.  I  have  five 
grandchildren  who  are  growing  up 
faster  than  I  want  them  to,  just  like 
ni)'  own  children  grew  up  faster 
than  1  wanled  them  to." 

The  temi  "PC  family"  has  be- 
come a  part  of  Gault's  vocabulary, 
but  even  the  love  he  feels  for  his  alma  mater 
cannot  keep  the  long-time  coach  from  want- 
ing to  spend  more  time  with  his  immediate 
family  —  a  luxury  which  time  would  not  let 
him  enjoy  as  a  coach  or  athletic  director. 

Still,  it  was  a  price  he  was  willing  to  pa\ 
for  a  vocation  he  could  not  avoid. 

His  first  coaching  stint  actually  came  in 


grade  school,  when  the  boys  on  his 
neighborhood  football  team  in 
Greenville  would  not  let  him  play  in  the 
backfield.  Refusing  to  accept  that  assign- 
ment, he  organized  his  own  team  and  re- 
cruited the  biggest  boy  in  the  neighborhood  to 
play  fullback.  Gault.  of  course,  realized  his 
dream  of  being  the  team's  tailback. 

That  tenacity  paid  off  a  decade  later,  as  he 
spent  three  yeiirs  at  halfback  with  Coach  Lonnie 
McMillian"s  Blue  Hose  teams  in  the  mid- 
1940s. 

Following  the  bloodline 

Gault  once  considered  becoming  a  law- 
yer, a  fact  that  may  not  surprise  the  many 
referees  who  heard  his  closing  arguments  on 
the  football  field.  He  afso  once  thought  about 
becoming  a  Methodist  minister,  which  may 
leave  the  same  referees  shaking  their  heads  in 
disbelief.  However,  the  coaching  profession 
was  in  his  blood  .  . .  literally. 

M.G.  Gault  may  have  never  directly 
steered  his  son  Calhoun  toward  a  coaching 
career,  but  his  influence  is  unmistakable.  A 
coach  and  educator  who  once  spanked  a  young 
Dick  Riley,  the  current  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Education,  the  elder  Gault  maintained  a 
staunch  belief  in  the  education  system  and  the 
role  of  athletics  in  that  system. 

It  is  a  belief  that  Cally  Gault  adopted  and 
has  never  forgotten. 

"The  biggest  thing  I  enjoyed  was  seeing 
a  player  who  came  in  without  a  scholarship 
earn  one  and  become  a  good  player,  and  those 
who  came  in  with  a  scholarship  e.xcel.  Even 
more  gratifying  is  seeing  them  come  back 
here  and  knowing  that  they  are  successful  in 
what  they  are  doing.""  he  said.  "Tliey  may  not 
have  been  the  best  athletes  or  the  best  students, 
but  once  they  get  out.  the  majority  of  them 
become  pillars  of  the  community.  When  I 
look  at  their  successes.  I  realize  that  Presbyte- 
rian College  obviously  had  a  big  influence  on 
their  lives  and  1  hope  athletics  had  some  of  an 
influence,  as  well.  I  learned  from  my  daddy 
that  you  have  a  classroom  on  the  field,  and 
you're  responsible  for  teaching  them  some- 
thing other  than  athletics."' 

When  the  younger  Gault  began  his  coach- 
ing career,  he  did  so  at  Mullins  High  School  — 
the  same  school  at  which  his  father  began  his 
career.  And  he  did  not  have  to  look  far  to 
recognize  his  father"s  influence  on  others.  His 
neighbor  in  Mullins.  who  played  football  for 
M.G.  Gault.  honored  the  former  coach  by 
naming  his  own  son  Gault. 

After  moving  on  to  an  assistant's  post  at 
North  Augusta  High  School  and  serving  a 
stint  in  the  Army  during  the  Kore;in  War.

Gault  returned  as  head  coach  at  North  Au- 
gusta and  established  himself  as  one  of  South 
Carolina's  top  high  school  coaches  during  the 
next  decade.  His  North  Augusta  teams  won 
three  state  championships  and  were  victori- 
ous in  42  consecutive  games  over  a  four-year 
span. 

That  success  caught  the  attention  of  many . 
including  those  at  his  alma  mater  who  con- 
vinced him  to  return  to  PC  in  1963. 

"My  idea 
was  to  do  the 
best  you  could 
wherever  you 
were  and  things 
would  happen 
as  they  were 
supposed  to 
happen.  I've 
never  been  any- 
place where  I 
wasn't  happy 
and  anyplace 
where  I  didn't 
enjoy  being." 
Gault  said. 
"Had  the  oppor- 
tunity not  come 
at  PC.  I  prob- 
ably never 
would  have  left 
North  Augusta. 
But  PC  was  the 
one  reason  I  left 
—  because  it 
was  my  college. 
People  always 
say  you  want  to 
coach  at  a  big 
school  and  I 
may  have  been 
attracted  to 
Clemson  or 
Carolina,   but 

the  opportunity  never  came  and  I've  never 
been  sony  about  it." 

The  winning  tradition 

Gault's  first  battle  upon  retuming  to  PC 
was  not  on  the  football  field,  but  rather  keep- 
ing a  Blue  Hose  team  on  the  football  field.  A 
committee  was  investigating  eliminating  the 
football  team  and  athletic  scholarships  to  save 
money,  but  the  program  was  saved  by  cutting 
the  number  of  available  scholarships. 

In  iust  his  second  year.  Gault  directed  the 
Blue  Hose  to  a  5-5  mark  and  received  the  first 
of  his  five  South  Carolina  Coach  of  the  Year

Awards.  He  battled  to  earn  respect  for 
his  football  team  and  he  battled  to  help 
his  football  players  gain  respect  for  them- 
selves. 

"I've  tried  to  change  the  attitudes  of 
people  on  campus  toward  athletics  —  and 
even  the  attitudes  of  athletes  toward  them- 
selves." he  said.  "I  would  send  around  a  list  of 
football  players  to  professors  to  find  out  if  they 
were  doing  well  or  not  doing  well,  but  the 
players  .said  "don't  let  them  know  I'm  a  foot- 
ball player."  My  response  was  "what  have  you 
done  as  a  football  player  that 
you  are  not  proud  to  be  one?" 
That"s  when  the  saying  arose: 
'TTirough  these  doors  pass  the 
real  men  of  PC;  wear  your  jocks 
proudly."  Some  people  don't 
like  that,  but  I  still  love  it." 

For  22  seasons.  Gault  fol- 
lowed his  players'  efforts  on  the 
field  and  in  the  classroom.  One 
who  watched  Gault's  efforts  is 
Bob  Strock.  w  hojoined  the  Blue 
Hose  coaching  .staff  in  1969  and 
was  a  member  of  Gault's  staff 
for  1 6  years. 

"One  of  the  things  he  was 
able  to  do  so  well  as  a  football 
coach  is  relate  to  the  young  folks. 
Over  a  22-year  career,  he  was 
able  to  adjust  along  with  the 
times  and  bend  some  of  his  own 
ideas — even  when  the  long  hair 
and  the  earrings  came  in  —  and 
that  helped  him  relate  to  the  play- 
ers,"" Strock  said.  "Winning  and 
losing  was  important,  but  it  was 
always  secondary  to  the  play- 
ers" academic  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare. One  of  his  favorite  sayings 
was  always.  'Don"t  do  anything 
that  would  embarrass  your 
mother.""" 

Tliere  were  many  Satur- 
day afternoons  Gault  could  have 
applied  that  own  saying  to  his  animated  ac- 
tions on  the  sidelines.  Those  who  watched 
from  the  stands  may  have  lasting  memories  of 
Gault"s  ability  to  fling  his  jacket  to  the  ground, 
stomp  on  it.  put  it  back  on  and  dust  off  the 
chalk  before  a  referee  could  even  tum  to  see 
what  was  happening. 

Taking  fans,  officials,  and  opponents  by 
surprise  was  always  one  of  Gault's  special- 
ties. 

"As  a  player,  you  never  knew  what  to 
expect."  Cruickshanks  said.  "He  may  put  a 
play  in  on  Thursday  to  use  on  Saturday,  and 
nine  times  out  of  10  it  worked.  He  would 
improvise  at  the  drop  of  a  hat.  almost  to  the 
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point  of  drawing  up  a  play  on  the  side- 
line. He  was  a  master  at  doing  that.  He 
knew  his  players  and  who  could  do 
what.  When  we  went  to  play  a  nationally- 
ranked  Elon  team,  he  had  us  practice  a  full- 
house  backfield.  The  first  time  we  lined  up  in 
the  game,  the  Elon  players  didn't  know  what 
was  going  on .  They  were  looking  for  the  wide 
outs  and  were  screaming  that  we  were  running 
an  illegal  offense." 

When  he  retired  from  coaching  follow- 
ing the  1 984  season  ,Gault  was  the  winningest 
football  coach  in  Presbyterian  College  history 
with  a  127-101-8  record.  His  tenure  included 
one  ofthe  college's  most  successful  teams, the 
1979  squad  which  finished  with  an  1 1-2  mark 
(including  victories  over  Furman  and  The 
Citadel )  and  advanced  to  the  second  round  of 
the  NAIA  playoffs. 

Beyond  the  wins  and  losses ,  how- 
ever, lies  a  memory  which  continues 
to  haunt  Gault  —  a  tirade  in  the  1984 
Bronze  Derby  Classic  against 
Newberry  that  helped  convince  him  it 
was  time  to  leave  the  profession  he 
loves  so  dearly. 

'"I'm  a  coach  at  heart,  and  one  of 
the  reasons  I  gave  it  up  is  because  I  just 
didn't  have  time  to  do  it.  I  didn't  want 
to  be  one  of  those  coaches  who  lost  his 
cool  and  ruined  his  career  by  doing 
something  foolish.  I  never  cursed  an 
official,  but  I  could  get  after  them 
pretty  well.  When  I  lost  my  cool  at 
Newberry  and  realized  that  I  was  ca- 
pable of  an  explosion,  I  knew  it  was 
time  to  get  out,"  he  said.  "The  strain 
was  there,  I  was  never  home  or  doing 
anything  else,  and  I  felt  like  I  may  have  been 
neglecting  the  athletic  director's  job.  But  I 
realized  full  well  that  the  thing  which  was 
giving  was  me,  personally  —  and  maybe  my 
family. 

"I  still  miss  coaching  .something  terrible. 
But  I'm  not  foolish  enough  to  believe  that's 
my  whole  life  and  that's  the  only  thing  I  can 
do.  r  ve  always  been  involved  when  PC  play s , 
even  if  I'm  not  coaching,  and  I  will  continue 
to  do  so.  I  enjoy  watching  the  players  perfonn, 
whether  it  is  soccer,  tennis,  volleyball,  or  any 
spoil.  I  could  get  excited  about  PC  if  it  was 
playing  tiddly-winks." 


Farewell  to  a  legend 

Gault  is  hoarse  from  cheering  the  Blue 
Hose  and  riding  the  officials  during  a  basket- 
ball game  the  previous  night.  He  frequently 
stands  by  the  entrance  to  the  gym  in  the 
Templeton  P.E.  Center,  applying  the  "Gault 
death  grip"  to  the  shoulders  of  friends  and

visitors  (who  will  soon  be  friends),  pausing 
only  to  toss  a  few  comments  in  the  direction  of 
an  official. 

"That's  the  worst  call  I've  ever  seen!" 
Tiddly-winks?  Yes , Gault  would  be  there . 
Young  and  old  alike  still  refer  to  him 
"Coach"  Gault,  as  though  the  title  had  been 
penned  on  his  birth  certificate.  In  fact,  there  is 
no  proof  that  it  wasn't, and  it  is  a  title  that  Gault 
will  likely  never  completely  shake. 

Asa  youngster,  Monte  Dutton  was  one  of 
those  who  looked  up  to  "Coach"  Gault  with 
awe.  A  friend  of  Cal  Gault  Jr.,  Dutton  could 
be  frequently  found  at  the  Gault  home  or 
serving  as  a  ball  boy  for  the  Blue  Hose  at 
Bailey  Stadium. 
Upon  entering 
the  working 
world  in  the 
sports  informa- 
tion office  at 
Furman  Univer- 
sity, the  sports 
departments  at 
the  Greenwood 
Index-Journal 
and  The  Clinton 
Chronicle,  and 
today  as  sports 
editor  of  The 
Laurens  County 
Advertiser, 
Dutton  has  main- 
tained close  con- 
tact with  Gault. 
And  he  still  has  a  touch  of  reverence  in  his 
voice  when  speaking  about  one  of  South 
Carolina's  legendary  athletic  figures. 

"1  think  what  really  makes  a  person  a 
legend  is  the  realization  that  no  one  else  like 
him  will  come  along.  We  aren't  going  to  see 
people  in  the  coaching  profession  any  more 
like  Cally  Gault,"  Dutton  said.  "Guys  like  me 
are  going  to  miss  him  departing  the  scene. 
People  at  South  Carolina  or  Clemson  can  talk 
all  they  want  about  Frank  McGuire  or  Frank 
Howard,  but  there  will  never  be  another  figure 
as  beloved  by  the  media  as  Cally  Gault. 

"One  ofthe  things  I'm  going  to  miss  is  his 
horse  sense .  Sometimes  he  can  seem  madden- 
ingly disorganized,  but  he  has  the  ability  to 
think  on  his  feet  and  keep  the  athletic  depart- 
ment running  smoothly.  It's  what  is  known  in 
race  car  circles  as  'driving  by  the  seat  of  his 
pants.'  In  an  age  when  too  many  people  make 
decisions  based  solely  on  marketing  surveys, 
that's  refreshing." 

Gault's  one  regret  about  the  athletic  di- 
rector position  is  that  he  does  not  have  as  much

individual  contact  with  the  athletes  as  he 
once  did.  Fund-raising  and  administra- 
tive duties  dominate  much  of  his  time,  but  he 
can  still  be  spotted  at  baseball  games  or  tennis 
matches.  And  his  personal  interest  in  the 
athletes  has  not  diminished. 

"The  only  difference  I  see  in  athletes  now 
and  athletes  when  I  first  started  coaching  is 
attributable  to  the  "me'  generation,  and  this 
concerns  me  greatly."  Gault  said.  "Sports- 
manship is  the  one  thing  we  are  supposed  to  be 
teaching,  and  if  it  isn't  then  we  ought  to  all  get 
out  of  the  business  or  do  away  with  athletics. 
In  the  "me'  generation,  teamwork  is  not  as 
vital  to  the  individual  and  respect  for  oppo- 
nents has  lessened.  There  is  an  immediate 
demand  for  playing  time  instead  of  waiting 
your  turn  and  playing  as  a  junior  or  senior. 

"We  never  used  to  keep  statistics  that 
much  because  we  were  concentrating  on  win- 
ning the  game .  But  now  they  keep  statistics  on 
everything ,  and  you  have  to  wonder  how  good 
that  is  for  the  individuals.  The  immeasurable 
statistic  is  'did  you  play  as  hard  as  you  could?' 
That's  the  one  thing  that  we  fail  to  measure 
and  the  one  thing  we  fail  to  recognize." 

On  Gault '  s  office  wall .  amid  the  Coach  of 
the  Year  plaques  and  plaques  denoting  his 
induction  into  the  National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame,  the 
South  Carolina  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame,  and  the 
Greenville  High  School  Hall  of  Fame,  once 
hung  a  photo  of  four  football  players  —  not 
uncommon  for  a  coach's  office.  However, 
none  of  the  four  players  ever  started  a  football 
game  at  PC. 

"I  felt  like  those  four  people  contributed 
as  much  to  PC  football  as  some  people  who 
made  All-America.  I've  always  said  that  the 
person  on  the  bench  who  did  his  job  well 
during  practice  was  as  important  as  the  person 
who  scores  the  winning  touchdown."  he  said. 

"I  think  every  athlete  I  coached  realizes 
that  I  cared  —  no  matter  how  many  times  I  got 
on  them  or  had  to  correct  them  —  they  know 
I  was  interested  in  them.  The  ones  that  I 
corrected  the  most  are  the  ones  I  see  the  most 
now.  I  use  the  term  'care,'  but  I  think  you  can 
also  use  the  tenn  'love.'  I  loved  what  I  was 
doing,  I  loved  them,  and  I  loved  Presbyterian 
College.  I  was  more  concerned  about  what 
was  good  for  them  and  what  was  good  for  PC 
than  anything  else.  I  still  feel  that  way  now." 

Old-fashioned?  Perhaps,  but  that  dedica- 
tion to  Presbyterian  College,  its  athletic  de- 
partment, coaches,  and  athletes  sets  Gault 
apart  from  the  rest.  That  immeasurable  statis- 
tic, in  his  ca.se.  was  indeed  measured.  Cally 
Gault  played  as  hard  as  he  could  for  Presbyte- 
rian College. 

And  he  is  a  winner.

A  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  gained  national  attention 
during  the  high  school  football  season  last  fall. 
John  McKissick,  a  1951  graduate,  became  the  all- 
time  winningest  coach  in  the  nation  when  his  Summers ille  (S.C.) 
Green  Wave  defeated  Wando  High  School  42-0  on  Oct.  8.  That 
victory  was  his  406th,  moving  ahead  of  the  now-retired  Gordon 
Wood  of  Texas, 

Only  once  in  his  41  seasons  at  Summerville  has  McKissick 
failed  to  win  at  least  six  games.  The  67-year-old  coach  has  had  six 
undefeated  sea.sons,  nine  state  championships,  and  20  years  with  1 0 
more  victories.  As  the  1993  season  ended,  his  record  stood  at  412- 
85-13.  good  for  a  remarkable  .808  winning  percentage. 

Not  bad  for  a  coach  whose  first  job  after  graduating  from  PC 
was  as  a  coach  for  six-man  football. 

In  fact,  he  accepted  the  job  at  Clarkton.  N.C.  assuming  it  was 
the  traditional  1 1-man  variety.  When  he  learned  that  it  wasn't,  he 
quickly  called  his  college  coach,  Lonnie  McMillian,  for  advice. 

"I  said.  'I  don't  know  anything  about  (six-man  football)."" 
McKissick  told  a  newspaper  reporter  last  fall,  "He  said,  "This  is 
your  first  year  of  coaching.  John.  You  don't  know  anything  about 
11 -man  football.'" 

He  certainly  does  now.  The  Summerv  ille  program  has  been  a 
phenomenal  one,  thanks  in  large  part  to  his  talents.  At  one  point,  the 
Green  Wa\'e  won  4 1  straight  games  and  two  state  championships 
(1978-79)  before  falling  to  Irmo  High  School  in  the  1980  final 
game. 

Summerville.  the  biggest  high  school  in  the  state  with  just  over 
3,000  students,  came  back  to  win  three  consecutive  state  titles  in 
1982-83-84. 

McKissick  was  the  first  recipient  of  PC's  Bob  Waters  Award, 
presented  to  alumni  who  have  excelled  in  the  coaching  profession. 
He  will  receive  an  honorary  degree  during  this  year's  Commence- 
ment activities  {see  page  2).

Alan  McKie  '60 

PC  alum  retires  from  distinguished  FCC  career 


As  Alan  McKie  prepares  to  retire  this  spring  from  a  career 
with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  —  a  ca- 
reer that  has  lasted  nearly  30  years — he  thinks  back  to  how 
it  all  began. 

One  moment  he  was  a  Presbyterian  College  senior  about  to 
graduate  sumnia  cum  laude  in  the  Class  of  1960.  Then,  only  five 
years  later,  he  was  joining  the  FCC  as  a  management  analyst  in  the 
Office  of  the  Executive  Director. 

Exactly  how  that  happens  to  a  young  fellow  majoring  in 
English  and  history  is  a  combination  of  good  fortune  and  good 
schooling. 

"I  applied  to  a  number  of  companies  but  I  got  no  interviews," 
McKie  recalled.  "1  want  to  Spartanburg  to  take  the  federal  service 
exam,  and  I  got  a  decent  score.  In  fact,  I  qualified  for  advanced 
placement,  so  I  was  called  in  for  an  interview." 

And  the  next  thing  he  knew,  Alan  McKie  was  a  civil  servant 
working  in  the  Navy's  field  office. 

"It  was  a  small  agency,"  he  said,  "and  I  moved  up  through  the 
ranks  fairly  rapidly.  Then  our  agency  was  reorganized,  so  I  moved 
from  one  office  to  another." 

During  that  time,  he  held  various  positions  in  the  Defense 
Supply  Agency,  including  chief  of  the  Program  Development  and 
Review  Branch. 

But  then  came  a  big  opportunity  when  McKie  had  the  chance 
to  move  to  a  position  in  the  FCC. 

"It  was  just  one  of  tho.se  things,  a  coincidence  in  part,"  he  said. 
"You  wonder  how  a  career  unfolds  —  how  inuch  is  luck  and  how 
much  is  training  and  talent." 

For  McKie,  his  PC  education  served  him  well  because  the 
position  called  for  someone  with  an  ability  to  communicate  both 
orally  and  in  writing.  His  memories  include  mentors  such  as  James 
Gray,  Neil  Whitelaw,  and  religion  professor  Pete  Hay." 

"The  Bible  training  I  had  at  PC  gave  me  a  spiritual  and  moral 
foundation  on  which  to  build  this  career.  It  seemed  that  PC  was  just 
what  I  needed,"  he  said. 

And  McKie  was  just  what  the  FCC  needed. 

He  was  involved  in  numerous  projects  during  the  years, 
including  his  appointment  in  October  1981  as  the  FCC's  first 
Deputy  Managing  Director.  He  served  as  Acting  Managing  Direc- 
tor in  1 989,  and  then  assumed  direct  responsibility  for  coordinating 


the  national  security  and 
emergency  preparedness  ac- 
tivities of  the  FCC  in  1990. 

With  each  new  post  came 
increasingly  important  au- 
thority, so  it  was  no  surprise 
when  he  was  asked  in  1 992  to 
orchestrate  the  consolidation 
of  the  FCC's  public  informa- 
tion and  reference  services. 
He  then  was  named  as  Acting 
Associate  Managing  Direc- 
tor of  this  new  organization,  overseeing  a  staff  of  more  than  60 
employees. 

Through  the  years,  he  consistently  earned  high  marks  for  his 
leadership  and  managerial  skills.  His  work  often  included  presen- 
tations to  such  government  officials  as  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  and  the  National  Security  Advisor. 

"I  tried  to  deal  with  management  and  budget  issues  in  an 
effective  manner,  especially  during  those  times  of  scarce  resources 
and  hiring  freezes."  McKie  said.  "It's  been  exciting  to  be  a  part  of 
this  agency  through  such  vast  technological  changes  in  coinmuni- 
cations. 

"I've  enjoyed  working  for  a  federal  agency,  too.  There  is  a  lot 
of  good  work  being  done  in  goveiTiment  these  days.  Unfortunately, 
the  bad  apples  get  the  attention." 

Now,  with  a  pending  retirement  from  civil  service,  what  is  in 
store  for  this  PC  alumnus?  Well,  it's  time  for  his  history  major  to  be 
put  to  good  use. 

"I  am  going  to  work  as  a  decent  one  day  a  week  at  the  U .  S .  Navy 
Museum  here  in  Washington.  I'll  be  conducting  tours  for  the 
public,"  he  said.  "I'm  also  going  to  do  soine  sailing,  take  organ 
lessons,  and  travel  with  my  wife  (the  former  Laura  Adams)." 

He  hopes  a  future  trip  might  bring  him  back  to  the  South,  so  he 
can  visit  his  alma  mater  and  say  thanks. 

"I  came  to  PC  because  my  minister  was  a  graduate  of  PC,"  he 
said.  "I  decided  to  go  there  in  August,  if  you  can  imagine  that.  My 
plan  was  to  go  there  one  year  and  then  transfer,  but  after  one  year 
I  knew  there  was  absolutely  no  reason  to  go  to  another  college  ~ 
was  where  I  was  supposed  to  be."

Local  Rotary  program 
now  an  international  success 

It  all  started  so  innocently. 
A  small  but  active  Rotary  Club  on  Hilton 
Head  Island.  S.C.  wanted  to  get  involved  in  the 
area  of  literacy.  One  member,  1 96 1  PC  graduate  Otto 
Ferrene  —  a  lawyer  on  the  island  and  past  club 
president  —  was  manied  to  an  elementary  school 
guidance  counselor. 

Simple,  thought  Otto  and 
Frances  Ferrene,  we"  11  enlist  a  hand- 
ful of  volunteers  who  will  spend  a 
few  hours  each  week  reading  with 
children  one-on-one  at  Hilton  Head 
Primary  School. 

Simple,  indeed.  The  idea  caught 
the  imagination  of  Rotarians  near 
and  far.  and  now,  si.x  years  later,  the 
Ferrenes  have  watched  as  their  "Ro- 
tary Reader"  program  has  mush- 
roomed into  an  international  effort. 
Thousands  of  pamphlets  have  been 
distributed  across  the  country  and 
overseas.  Hundreds  of  manuals  have  been  shipped  to  places  as  close 
by  as  Charleston,  Bishopville  and  Dillon,  and  as  far  away  as  New 
Hampshire,  California,  Alaska,  Hawaii  —  even  England  and 
Australia. 

The  Ferrenes  even  became  one  of  President  George  Bush's 
heralded  "Points  of  Light"  when  they  were  honored  on  Jan.  13, 
1993.  during  a  White  House  ceremony  —  one  of  the  last  official 
events  of  the  Bush  Administi"ation. 

That's  pretty  heady  stuff  for  a  guy  who  spent  time  growing  up 
in  little  Clinton.  S.C.  where  his  father.  Otto  Sr..  was  a  vice  president 
at  Presbyterian  College  in  the  mid  1950s.  Even  when  you've 
distinguished  yourself  as  a  PC  student,  a  University  of  South 
Carolina  Law  School  graduate,  and  a  successful  Hilton  Head 
attorney,  you  don't  envision  getting  a  phone  call  from  the  White 
House. 

"Lawyers  are  notorious  for  playing  practical  jokes  on  other 
lawyers."  he  said,  "so  when  I  was  told  that  the  White  House  was  on 
the  line,  I  thought  it  was  a  joke.  When  I  realized  it  really  was  the 
White  House.  I  was  stunned,  because  I  did  not  know  we  were 
getting  that  kind  of  recognition. 

"We  were  just  looking  for  a  literacy  project,"  Ferrene  said  of 
the  Van  Landingham  Rotary  Club.  "We  wanted  something  for 
young  people,  but  the  other  (Rotary)  club  (on  the  island)  had  both 
the  high  schools,  so  we  couldn't  adopt  a  high  school. 

"Then  our  club  realized  that  there  was  no  mentoring  being 
done  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  this  was  a  program  that  would 
help  a  child  develop  self-confidence  and  .self-esteem,  and  pat  him 
on  the  back." 

According  to  those  who  know  him  well,  this  was  vintage  Otto 
Fenene. 

"Otto  is  the  kind  of  guy  who  is  a  visionary,  a  leader,  a  person 
who  has  the  power  to  pull  volunteers."  said  one  fellow  Rotarian.

Frances  Ferrene,  who  first  suggested  the  concept  to  her  hus- 
band, knew  he  would  make  it  succeed. 

"Otto  was  very  involved  in  the  Boy  Scout  program,"  she 
explained,  "and  that  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  be  involved  with 
children.  He  really  is  a  very  giving  person.  He  saw  a  mission  in 
Rotary,  but  after  you"  ve  been  (club )  president  twice,  where  do  you 
go?" 

Well,  for  Fenene.  you  go  back  to  the  mottos  of  your  college 
alma  mater  ("While  we  live,  we  serve")  and  of  Rotary  Interna- 
tional ("Ser\'ice  above  self). 

"I  don't  take  credit  for  creating  the  seed."  he  said.  "But  I  have 

had  a  great  deal  of  fun  planting  the  seed.  Most  people  who  go  to 

a  place  like  PC  come  out  feeling  that  you  have  a  responsibility  to 

give  back.  You  just  can't  go  to  a  religious-based  school  and  not 

feel  that.  Rotaiy  also  makes  .service  to  others  a  priority." 

The  Rotai7  Reader  program  is  a  mentoring  program  that 
matches  a  Rot;irian  or  other  interested  adult  with  a  kindergiirten  or 
first  grade  child.  The  hope  is  that  the  aduh  will  stay  with  the  student 
through  the  fifth  grade,  visiting  together  once  a  week  to  read,  play 
games,  and  become  friends. 

From  the  outset,  the  Rotaiy  Reader  program  proved  to  be  a 
popukir  one.  As  word  spread.  FeiTene  began  getting  inquiries  from 
other  Rotai7  clubs  about  implementing  it  in  their  community.  The 
initial  requests  came  from  clubs  within  Van  Landingham's  own 
District  7770  of  lower  South  Cai'olina.  Then  the  message  spread 
through  regional  conferences  and  national  conventions. 

Frances  Fenene  authored  a  manual,  and  the  Van  Landingham 
club  shipped  them  out  to  any  interested  Rotarian. 
And  they  were  certainly  interested. 

"One  of  the  attractive  features  is  that  it's  a  community-based 
program  that  requires  little  manpower  and  little  money."  Otto 
Ferrene  said.  "I  am  convinced  that  everyone  needs  to  contribute  to 
.something.  Not  evei7one  has  money,  but eveiyone  has  time.  People 
who  retire  have  so  much  to  give,  but  nowhere  to  give  it.  It  becomes 
mind-boggling  when  you  stop  to  think  what  kind  of  manpower  can 
be  mobilized.  We've  been  trying  to  lasso  that  potential." 

The  results,  the  Fenenes  believe,  can  be  partly  measured  by  the 
smiles  and  successes  of  the  children.  There  is,  however,  another 
group  who  benefits  as  well  —  the  Rotary  readers  them.selves. 

"The  real  beauty  of  the  program,"  Otto  Ferrene  said,  "is 
summed  up  by  what  one  of  our  volunteers  once  said:  i  don't  know 
howimich  the  kids  are  getting  out  of  it,  but  r  m  sure  enjoy  ing  it. "  r  m 
hooked,  too.  I'm  just  like  everyone  else  —  I  want  to  contribute 
something." 

"At  our  age,"  his  wife  added,  "it's  given  us  a  whole  new  lease 
on  life."

American  Airlines  flight  attendant  Kelly  Reed 
truly  personified  the  company  slogan .  ""something  spe- 
cial in  the  air." 

A  second  lieutenant  with  the  U.S.  Army  Reserve  1  st  Battalion. 
158th  .4\iation  Regiment  in  Grand  Prairie,  Texas,  she  admits  to 
being  an  "adrenaline  junkie." 

""I  enjoyed  airborne  school ,"  she  said.  ""I  love  getting  down  near 
the  trees.  I  love  rappelling  and  rock  climbing." 

The  Stone  Mountain.  Ga..  native  is  a  1991  graduate  of  Presby- 
terian College,  majoring  in  economics  and  business  administration. 
She  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Kappa  Beta  Chapter  of  Zeta  Tau 
Alpha  sorority. 

Last  year,  as  part  of  her  Army  Reserve  training.  Reed  spent  two 
weeks  at  Camp  Pickett  at  Soto  Cano  A ir  Base  i n  Honduras .  There  she 
helped  support  Operation  Fuertes  Caminos  Noilh  "93.

""I  have  no  aviation  background,"  she  said,  "so  I've  been 
absorbing  everything  like  a  sponge.

She  chuckled  about  other  soldiers"  reactions  when  she  says  she 
is  a  flight  attendant.  ""No  way.""  the  say.  Pilots  and  other  airline 
employees  express  similar  surprise  when  she  mentions  her  military 
accomplishments. 

Both  jobs  involve  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  for  human  life 
and  require  a  level  head  and  organizational  skills. according  to  Reed. 

But  there  is  one  difference. 

""As  a  flight  attendant,  I  have  to  be  so  prim  and  proper.  I  always 
have  to  be  in  a  good  mood,"  she  said.  "In  fatigues.  I  can  kind  of  cut 
loose." 

The  top  graduate  in  her  ROTC  class  at  PC,  she  said  she  always 
gives  100  percent.  Someday  she  would  like  to  be  a  pilot. 

She  knows  what  lies  ahead.  Her  father.  Russ  Reed,  of  Stone 
Mountain,  is  a  retired  commercial  airlines  and  Air  Force  pilot.  He 
commissioned  her  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  1 99 1 .  Two  years  ago,  he 
pinned  on  her  flight  attendant  wings. 

"If  I  go  through  aviation  training,  he"ll  pin  my  pilot  wings  on 
me,  too,'"  she  said.  ""It"s  been  neat  following  in  Dad's  footsteps."
